H ie re su lt of lits e x ­ 
am in atio n w as tho opinion th a t Mr. B eecher 
w as slow ly dying, and th a t n o th in g could 
be done for him o th e r th a n th e hypoderm ic 
in jectio n s w hich w ere LeiDg ad m in istered , 
a n d th e sp ray in g of th e m o u th a n d o th er 
little atten tio n s, g iv en to p rev en t possible

P rofessor H elm u th d eclared th a t 
th e 
com a w as stead ily in creasin g , and av erred 
th a t d e atn w ould com e w ith o u t a sign or a 
struggle. 
Dr. H am m ond reach ed th e house bood 
a fte r 2 o ’olock. 
H e w ent a t once ■ w ith Dr. 
S earle to th e bedside, an d th o m em bers of 
th e fam ily left th e room . 
T h e p a tie n t lay 
in a profound stupor, his face to th e w all. 
Dr. S earle read th o d iary w hich had been 
k ep t d u rin g th e n ig h t an d early m o rning.

An effort was m ad e to arouse Mr. B eecher, 
b u t it failed.

and advised th a t th e sam e tre a tm e n t h ith ­ 
e rto applied be continued.

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AROUND THE FARM. 
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H aw to R « ri«t« Stump* -It i* 
Faux 
F. ti on th to B u re a Stum p O ft. H ut 
Von Should H um It Out. 
Some of your correspondent* are asking 
«tow to rid land of stumps, and others are 
(Tiring their experience—mostly how they 
did not get the stumps out of the way. I 
believe that few people have had as much 
experience with stumps as I have. By re­ 
moving a stnm r I mean removing not only ^ l ^ ^ r r ^ t L s l h i v l n g more starch and 


cured with as much care as nice clover, and 
is fed tile same as hay. 
It Is verv nutri­ 
tious, if well cur*»d. as it contains the nutri­ 
ment of stalk and grain. 
The nutri­ 
ment 
which 
would 
have 
gone 
into 
the grain to perfect it, had it ripen'd, 
is left in the stalk. It is rich in albumin­ 
oids. or legumen; is excellent lor growing 
the frame and muscular system of lantbs 
and young sheen, and is also most appropri­ 
ate food for breeding ewes. When the crop 
is allowed to ripen so far to give a good 
berry to the grain, it is cured and threshed, 
and the t^ram and straw fed separately. It 
is cut while the straw is yet green, and, 
when nicely cured, has a lending value 
about equal to common hay. for sheep. 
Pea«e make a most excellent winter food 
for breeding, store or fattening sheep. For 
la mbs. the first winter, they can hardly 
it is well to 
the part above ground, but the roots to 
such a depth that thev will not interfere in 
plowing or cultivating. Of all things, I de­ 
spise a “blind” stum n—one just even with 
the surface of the ground. True, it will 
allow the mower to pa** over it; but you 
may not see it until you ‘jam in” it with 
your nlow or cultivator. Both you and the 
team are brought to a standstill so*sudc!en 
that it is not good for you, unless the plow 
breaks. You may use gunpowder as you 
please, and it will not remove the roots un­ 
less you put it in each root, which would be 
more bother than grubbing them o u t Gun­ 
powder will leave a blind stump every 
tim e; and if I wanted this, I would cut the 
tree down at the surface of the ground. 
Dynamite would accomplish more, as it 
hits liar^ est downwards. It could be laid 
on the top of tim stump. But L for one, will 
use tho mattock before I will fool with dyna­ 
mite. Coal oil or any other oil, though the 
stump be bored lull of holes and every 
hole be full of oil, will accomplish no 
more than gunpowder, unless the earth is 
tnig awny irons the loots and they are 
allowed to dry o u t The parts of a stump 
below the surface of the ground are full of 
moisture: but if the earth is dug away in 
the summer, say in -lune, ail around the 
stump to the depth of a foot, and along the 
roots for a distance of at leari two feet, by 
the middle of August the parts exposed w ill 
have lost nearly all 
moisture, 
as the 
weather is usually dry then. Then bore 
Jour or live holes into the stump, starting 
the auger shout on a level with the Burlace 
of the ground and inc lining it downwards 
only enough to keep the oil in the holes 
whon they are tilled. Fill the holes with 
coal oil and allow the stump to remain un­ 
disturbed lor two weeks. The oil will be 
permeating the wood alter it has all disap­ 
peared from the holes; aud the oil in the 
wood will keep out so much moisture, 
should there be a rain. After the oil has 
disappeared sud there has been several dry 
days. set the stump on tire on the windward 
8i»e aud it will burn out The pieces of 
roots remaining in the soil will be pulled 
out by the plough, as they Pavo lost their 
support. Boring holes in a stump from 
around whit h the earth has not been dug 
and tiling them with oil is sheer folly. The 
part of the stump i. bove tho ground could 
tie burned without the oil; while the pan 
below the surface will not burn, because it 
is too wet to burn, and the toros of the wood 
being tilled by moisture, the oil is excluded. 
It pays lo burn out univ large stumps in 
the way I have described, and this is the 
only w ar in which anystumpcan ne burned 
out. It is ea-y enough to burn a 6tump off. 
The smaller stumps are most economically 
got ria of by grubbing them out at once. A 
lever and a horse may well be used to aid, 
but they cannot do all the work. My favor­ 
ite Plan with moderately large stumps is to 
dig Hie earth away from one side, exposing 
the largest side root.

and drive it around. One revolution will 
either twist off the root or so loosen it that, 
by putting your lever under the stump, von 
can pry it out, I have never I cen able to fin i 
any royal road to clearing iand of stumps, 
and I bate tx en seeking it for years, and 
have had some thousands of stumps, of all 
ewes arid sizes, to experiment on. Now that 
I have more land cleared off, I ain not com­ 
pelled lo put ground in cultivated crops as 
soon as the trees are cut off. I put it down 
in grass for throe years, keeping the sprouts 
from tho stumps well cut down, and at the 
end of that time tho smaller stumps eau be 
pulled out and toe larger ones burned out 
with reasonable rapidity ami ease in the 
ways I Lave indicated.—{Country Gentle­ 
man.

The rule for oats Is good tor 
pease. It is well known that the oat crop 
is heavier w hen early planted, and many 
regard the combined crop of oats and

The 
oats 
assist 
in 
hold­ 
ing up Hie pea-vines, and render the crop 
more easily harvested, it can usually be 
cut with a reaper, allowed to be cured in 
the gavel aud be hauled as hay. The oat 
crop is also an excellent food for sheep. 
This crop must I e cut when the berry of 
the Pea is in thodough state, wit! out regard 
to the oats, tfome advise two-thirds oats 
and one-third pease In seeding, but we have 
found the best proportion to be the oppo­ 
site—two-thirds pease and one-third oats. 
\Vben put in with a drill, use tw o bushels 
of held pease and one bushel of outs to the 
aero for seed. and always let the seed be 
good. 
Never sow light oats. This com­ 
bined crop mav be cut green, and fed as 
hay, lf desired. It is often planted as a 
soiling crop. and produces a large amount 
or green food. When cured it makes equal­ 
ly good w inter food; but if allowed to ripen. 
as mentioned, produces a good yield of 
mixed grain, often forty to fifty bushels to 
the acre.—[Live Stock Journal.

Top-Dreaming la W ln te r-lf the Soil I* 
H arrow ed la the Spring B efore the 
Gras* Seed I* Sown, all the B etter. 
Every farmer who growls wheat has the 
power to largely inciease the crop by draw­ 
ing on his wheat field- the manure ma o in 
his stables and liarnyardsduring the winter. 
It la not composted, hut it bas therefore not 
lost any of its fertility by evaporation or 
washing aw ay. as it is almost sure to do 
when piled in heaps. Spread over the sur­ 
face of a whe it field in winter it protects 
the plants and is itself protected by them 
from waste later in the season. It mulches 
the surface and thus prevents the forma­ 
tion of the hard crust on heavy soils that 
keeps the wheat from growing vigorously. 
If the wheat is harrowed la the spring, the 
effect is doubled. Not only is the surface 
soil pulverized more thoroughly, but each 
particle of manure is pushed to one side so 
that the entire surface is brought Into con­ 
tact with it. 
lf phosphate has been applied in the fall 
there is an additional benefit lrotn both the 
manure and the cultivation in generating 
can onic acid gas in the soil to make-the 
mineral fertilizer more soluble. It is well 
known that trio tendency of phosphate, 
more than of any other manure. Is to lock 
Itself up in some Insoluble form. It Is, 
therefore, a common remark among farm­ 
ers who use and believe in phosphate, that 
if rains do not come in the Jail to dissolve* 
it, they rarely see much benefit from it the 
fol owing si ring. The mineral is locked up 
in the condition in w hich there is probably 
an abundance in most soils of ordinary fer­ 
tility. With phosphatic manures it is not 
usually the amount, but availability that is 
deficient. 
Top-drossing winter wheat with even 
the coarsest 
kind 
of 
manure 
has a 
wonderful effect in promoting the growth 
of clover 
and 
grass 
seeding. 
Young 
clover plants are very tender and find 
the shelter of a clump of coarse nia- 
nure. or even straw saturated with manure 
water, quite as important as the food it 
furnishes. Where these small seeds are 
thtow non a packed, crusted surface one- 
half or more sprout and die from failure to 
catch hold of the soil. This is one of the 
advantages of early sowing of clover seed, 
while the surlace ot tile ground is full of 
tissues made by the frost In these nearly 
all the clover see s that have succeeded In 
growing have obtained their foothold. Yet 
it is certain that these tissues in the soil, 
though better for seeding than the bare 
crust on either side. are not the best places 
for fine seeds to grow in. Under trio shelter 
of a c od of tnauure or straw tbesoll is moist 
and fertile, so that the plant gets a vigorous 
start at the hi st. lf the soil has been har­ 
rowed in the spring before the grass seed Is 
sown it will be all the better. This is the 
only way in which many fanners can get a 
seeding on knolls that have been badly run 
out ny continued cropping. Thus all the 
benefit ot c lo 'er as a reno\ ating crop mav 
be fairly ascribed to the top-dressing of 
manure at seeding tim e,which enables it to 
be grown.—[Cultivator.

Cut Down a Good 
How to M ake M 
Can A fford to 
Suaar O rchard. 
No other part of my farm pays so well as 
the twenty-acre sugar bush of 800 trees, tho 
annual product netting about fifty cents 
each. Besiues the syrup this ground fur­ 
nishes considerable sheep pasturage, and is 
further valuable in tne annual grow th of 
small timber. No man in the United States 
can afford to cut dow n a good sugar or­ 
chard or suffer it to remain unused. The 
cost of first-class equipment for 1000 trees 
will be about fifty cents per tree, or $600. or 
about equal to one year s income from the 
orchard, ’i bis includes a convenient house, 
best evaporator, and good tin buckets with 
wooden covers. The work of the bush re­ 
quires great care, but there is nothing that 
any intelligent person cannot soon learn 
and do well. 
But good syrup requires great neatness, 
and tho utmost despatch in reducing from 
sap to syrup-indeed,the sooner the sap is 
reducod to syrup aud sealed the lighter col­ 
ored will It be and the more exquisite in 
flavor; and the least scorching is its ruin­ 
ation; thercioie only a thoughtful, pains­ 
taking assistant can be safely trusted with 
this work. I think no Lush in the country 
turns out nicer syrup than mine, and yet I 
am thirty miles away. But a brother is an 
expert, aud very painstaking, and either be 
or his boys. a bo are equally careful, do all 
the work of the sugar house. I get *125 
per gallon, net, for my svrup, and as I can­ 
not supply the demand, I expect lo raise 
the price to SI CO next year. And it will 
be worth it. 
Mr. A. I. Root. Madina. O., has inst issued 
a complete manual of this industry, which 
I think sells for forty centa To those who 
do not read that fuller discussion, the fol­ 
lowing lurthe.r data will be useful: Have a 
neat house with two n om s one for boiling, 
the other for a woodshed. Theia should be 
several 
windows which may bo easily 
opened, 
i'se tho Champion evaporator, 
and lf possible get the iron arch that goes 
with it Experience has proved to me that 
this is incomparably superior. It secures 
very’ rapid evaporation, removes the lime 
trouble and is very convenient. I would 
use only tin buckets, preferably of twelve 
quarts, slightly having, so that they will 
nest, and they will last longer ii tainted 
on the outside. 
The Eureka No. 2 spout costs consider­ 
able, but I prefer it to any other. Cur 
spouts must hold the buckets: this one 
dor s this securely, and will lust for all time. 
ii furnishes a water trap so the sap does not 
dr> up. end yet it doe* riot impede the sap 
in the least. Cover the buckets. This keeps 
alt rain, 6now, dust, leaves and insects out., 
and prevents freezing when the weather is 
not too col i- I make the covers, at very 
light expense. OI inch pine boards, one 
foot square: paint whits: on one side and 
red on the other; as they are turned over 
at each gathering of the sap. this saves 
much ex n a la>or. 
The sap is strained through factory cloth 
as it 'int ' rs the gathering tank, again as it 
enters the store ’.rough, and the bot syrup 
is strained through fi atm el as it Ie web the 
evaporator. This, with Hie covers to Hie 
buckets, ensurer that neatness which is ab­ 
solutely necessary to secure superior syrup 
We also rinse buckets and all vessels with 
hot water after each iud. Tho syrup is 
allowed to stood alout twenty minutes 
that the Bine may settle, and then is turned 
into the cans and sealed wfille vet hot. 
Quick seal ng is necessary to retain the per­ 
fection of flavor, lf ail this care lie taken 
we have only to put our syrup upon auy 
table where the hest is flesh e . to secure a 
market rn future.—[The Tribune.

To cure a cow of milking hard, take a 
large hen’s quill aud insert into the teat 
when filled with milk, being careful not to 
njure the inside of the teat. If the above 
fails, tie a string so as to form a bulge at 
the loiver cud of the short quill, so as to 
prevent it from going further into the teat, 
and leave it in o vernight Two or three 
trials will suffice. 
To cure a (ow of kicking—first, last and 
all tho tim e—treat her gently. 
Speak 
gently. If this fails after a thorough trial, 
draw a little chain around her. just forward 
of the bag and back of tho point of the hips. 
snugly, calmly addressing her with sooth­ 
ing wolds. It she does not yield, drmv a 
feiv links tighter. You can draw it so tight 
that she cannot get one foot six inches frow 
the floor, and she will surely yield. 
Old cows can seldom be fattened at a 
profit, even if their itesb was as valuable as 
that of younger ones, decause it requires so 
much rnoro tiino and feed to do it. But 
their flesh is not equal to that of animals in 
their prime, so there is a loss, both in the 
quality and in the cost of producing. When 
a cow has reached twelve to fourteen years 
of age it hardly pays to fatten her lf she 
could be had for nothing. Some cows of 
extraordinary quality may be profitably 
kept as lone as they can be for tho sake 
either of stock or milk. but average cows 
are better converted into beef before it 
would be appropriate to call them old. 
Many cattle breeders, both those growing 
breeding slock and those handling only 
grades, express a decided preference for < >c- 
tober and November calves, homo prefer­ 
ring the latter. The calves, if allowed a 
good share of milk, can lie weaned earlier 
under this policy, and are of tile right age 
to givo good satisfaction either for Sail 
spring yearlings, in the case of male brood­ 
ing stock. The steers, too. under the "early 
maturity rule,” eau be made salable at any 
time from 20 to 2T mon: bs of aue. Tile 
cow ilia: is a good milker and butter-pro- 
dueor will do herself greater credit by far 
with the winter product and winter prices. 
VV uh a warm place for his work the farmer 
will also enjoy milking better at this season 
than in tho busy cropping and harvest time. 
Comparatively few farmers have any 
trouble n salting or curing hams, although 
the methods are various: but the trouble 
comes in later, when tho keeping runs into 
the early summer. It requires tho exercise 
of the greatest care to keep hams from be­ 
ing infested by what are called "bacon 
bugs." E\ en when security is lelt, an ex­ 
amination will disclose these insidious 
"varmints.” By way of prevention, the 
placing in paper bags and burying in a bar­ 
oi oats or ashes has been recommended 
with, perhaps, reasonable success; but the 
last we have seen in that line Is to place 
tile ham in a tub and cover w ith slaked or 
powdered lime, which is recommended to 
keep free from maggots, rust or mould. It 
is simple and worth trying. 
The proper time to begin handling a colt 
is heroic :l is a monte Ola, and it should be 
handled from that time enough to make it 
thoroughly gentle at all times. Before it is 
three months o d it should be made to know 
what it is to be haltered and to lead by the 
ha ter. This is the "prop. r thing," as ai! 
know, but for various reasons it is, by a 
good number of farmers, not practiced. The 
next best thing is to handle the coit pa­ 
tiently as soon as it eau i e done. if not yet 
begun. A tvYo-vear-oid, three-year-old [or 
older) should first b« handled singly, ba\’- 
inc a successive experience with the halter, 
bridl . harness, and following these, a 
smooth iog of wood for it to drag. It can 
Arri be led, tnen followed witii a line until 
it gradually learns lo be gamed by tne line. 
It should beiemu fully lamiliar with the 
rattling of vehicles, the sight ot umbrellas. 
roues, etc., before venturing out iu double 
team. From this hint, tho wise can follow 
out a complete course in this work.

UN CLE SAM ’S CAVALRY. 


W hat • M an Ila* to Go Through to 
Belong to I t —How the 
Men have 
Money. 
[New York Mail.I 
“Feople have an idea that tho recruiting 
offices of the United States Army take most 
anybody who comes along.” said a newly- 
cnlisteu man in the cavalry service to a 
Mail aud Express reporter yesterday. “But 
that is a groat mistake. I took pains to 
find out something alout this when 
entered my application, and learned that 
only about one man iii thirty of those who 
apply to enter the cavalry service are aide 
to successfully pass examination. 
Last 
month out of the forty-four 
who ap­ 
plied only eight were accepted. Instead 
of jumping ai a man, as people suppose 
they put him through til© most rigid and 
thorough examinations, and alter it all 
they ask him over aud over if lie is sure lie 
knows his own mind and is fully satisfied 
to give his services wholly to the army for 
fire years. You have got to be sound men­ 
tally ann physically, aud your eyesight and 
bearing are put to very severe tests. Tile 
way they tried my eyesight was this: A 
man holding a pack ot cards stood at a dis­ 
tance of twenty feet from me and the doctor 
put one hand over one of my eyes. The man 
with the cards held up one after anomer in 
quick succession, and I had to call oft the 
number of spots on each card. 
If you fail 
in telling one caid correctly you are re 
jected. In testing my bearing they turned 
me 
so that my back was toward the, 
man at the other end of the room aud 
the doctor placed his hand over one 
of my ears. Then the man called off, in 
low, monotonous tones an improvised and 
incorrect multiplication table, such as five 
times eight is thirty-six, etc., and you must 
repeat what he says without the slightest 
hesitation. Men often get caught at this, 
hearing only part and supplying tho rest as 
it it were correct multiplication. I loamed, 
too, that some men during tho five years 
save as much as $1 0 0 0. becoming teachers 
and doing extra duty for which there 
extra pay. Others lend money on interest 
to their comrades aud make a good deal 
that way. Besides this there is a sort of 
savings bank established by the govern 
merit which pays interest on the savings of 
tho soldier* One eau also save on the 
allow ance for clothing and the home fare 
allowed after your term of enlistment is 
over. 'I hree-quarters at the Western ranch 
men, I am told, are ex-soidiers w ho lsave 
invested their savings in land out there, 
great many who enlist in the cavalry are 
well educated college-bred men.”

FOOT WEAR AND THE FOOT. 


Are We Becoming a Nation 
of Cripples ? 


4 Glance a t the Anatomy of the Much- 


Abased Pedal Extremities. 


Hardships Endured Under the Ar­ 
bitrary Reign of “Style.” 


Are we becoming a nation of cripples? 
It was recently asserted in on address be- 
fore the Parker Memorial science class that 
such is the lack The speaker was Samuel 
Appleton, and he was considering the sub­ 
ject, “The Human Foot. Its I se and Abuse.” 
Mr. Appleton has had long experience in 
the hoot and shoe trade, and has been a close 
student of the anatomy ot the foot. 
The men who make our shoes, said he, go 
about their work with only the most meagre 
and superficial knowledge of the anatomy 
of tho foot, and while the making of boots 
and shoos is often faulty enough, the de­ 
signing of them is generally radically bad. 
The trouble lies largely with “style.” In 
the question of style, manufacturers are 
the arbiters. They arc generally ignorant 
of the structure of the foot, aud disregard 
everything save tho salability of their 
goods. If shoes with pointed toes sold well 
la*; season, they argue that goods with toes 
still more pointed would soil better, and 
people buy and Yvear such shoes because 
they are the “style.”

In conclusion, a sketch was exhibited 
showing the relative shape of the bottom of 
the foot and of a sole pattern such as is 
usually worn. The remark was made that 
the tyranny of "style” is doing vast injury 
to our people, and to women in particular. 
‘ Stylish” boots are in general nothing more 
than coverings for deformed feet. 


BONES OF THE HITMAN FOOT. 


The human foot has in all twenty-six 
bones. The hinder or more massive are 
called tarsal bones, and the more slender 
bones in the fore part are the metatarsal. 
The junction of the metatarsal bone of the 
great toe with tho large bone of the instep 
ly ,ng back of it—the “internal cuneiform 
Dont?’ -is called the instep. Many people 
mistake the location of tho true instep, 
some thinking it above and some below 
this point. The tarsal or hinder and larger 
bones of the foot are seven In number; 
the metatarsal or long bones of Hie middle 
foot five in numlter; tho phalanges of the 
great toe two, and all the other toes throe 
In number. 
The most important bone of the foot is 
the "astralgus, or key-boue of the arch of 
the foot. 
This takes the weight of the 
trunk from the leg. Directly under this is 
a very strong and elastic tendon spanning 
the upper arch from the upper and fore part 
of the heel bone, "oscalcis,” to the upper 
and hinder part of the "scaphaid” hone. 
At the bottom of the heel bone is what is 
called the plantar ligament, reaching to the 
ball of the foot, or to the fore end of the 
metatarsal hones. It will tie seen that these 
strong but elastic tendons perform the same 
office for the body that the spring doe* for 
the wagon.

Cigar Stumps in Paris. 
iLetter In Now Orleans States.) 
Among the curiosities of Paris is the mar­ 
ket for cigar stumps in the Place Mauberl. 
Megot, by profession a collector of these 
stumps, initiated mo one fine morning into 
the mysteries of his peculiar calling. Every 
day, Irom 8 to IO a. rn., the market is lull 
of life. 
A kilogramme (2 1-5 pounds) of 
stumps from Londros cigars is worth thirty 
cents to fiity cents, according to the length 
of the stumps. The ends of cigars at one 
and two cents each only bring from fifteen 
cents 
to 
thirty coms 
a 
kilogramme. 
There are four or five wholesale dealers 
in cigar stumps, who have their head­ 
quarters in tho wine shops of the vicinity, 
an i who tfieie deal with their lurnLhers. 
mostly poor old men and women and 
ragged boys. Some 50) persons carn their 
living after this lashion. The amount an­ 
nually produced by tho traffic is said to 
reach $ 150.OOO. Much of Die tobacco thus 
scraped together is sold to workmen, and 
much is also said to be exported under the 
title of “Tabac de Paris.” There was one 
cia fellow in the Maubert quarter who. 
some years ago, became so rich at this hum­ 
ble business of selling cigar Brinnon that he 
had an annual income of $3000. But my 
friend Megot turned out badly. Not satis­ 
fied, I suppose, with what lie was able to 
glean by the public way, he was recently 
caught in the stet of stealing in the shop of 
a tobacconist. He said, by the way of ex­ 
cusing himself, that he Ii d never heard of 
a law which forbade taking snuff. This on 
a pinch might pass for an excuse, hut the 
Paris police are a pig-headed 
lot. aud 
wouldn’t see the joke. They walked poor 
Megot off to a vile place of durance which 
they here call “a fiddle.” 


BOSTON COOKING SCHOOL 


To get an idea of the great importance of 
having this arch healthy and undisturbed 
XU its natural action, just take a ritlo about 
town for a few hours on a truck without 
springs, and then change to a spring car­

There is also another very import­ 
ant provision to prevent jars to tho body.

A learned w’nter upon this subject says, 
in speaking of the distortions caused by 
shoes with high heels, narrow soles and 
contracted toes: “The feet are crowded 
Into the toes of the shoes; the weight is 
thrown forward upon the balls of the feet; 
the elasticity of the arch of the instep is de­ 
stroyed ; the muscles of the legs ate strained 
and become quickly wear.-; the person 
walks all the time as if going down hill; 
the centre of gravity is disturbed and the 
organs of tlie pelvis are displaced and in­ 
jured.” Tho physical well being of the 
feet is a necessary and Important part of 
the general health. 
Pedestrian exercise is the great promoter 
aud conservator of functional activity and 
constitutional vigor. 
To enjoy it aud to 
realize the benefit to the fullest extent, the 
feet must be healthy and the "foot tackle” 
free 
and 
easy. 
Bore, contracted 
aud 
crippled feet, strained and stiffened joints, 
altered and displaced articulating surfaces, 
restrained mobility and alteration ( I the 
line of gravitation (any or all of which re­ 
sults may find then cause in too early aud 
too constant use of high-heeled and falsely 
shaped shoes) augment 
the fatigue of 
locomotion and make 
walking ungainly aud 
painful.

A’ Demonstration Lecture that Includes 
Braised Tongue, Parisian Charlotte, 
Chicken Soup and Other Delicious 
Dishes. 
The demonstration lecture at the Boston 
Cooking School yesterday morning was 
given at the usual hour by Miss Maynard, 
the principal of the school. The dishes 
made 
included 
chicken 
soup, braised 
tongue, cream muffin*, lobster with cecil 
sauce and Parisian charlotte. 
P arisian C harlotte. 
Line a mould with lady fingers. 'Soak 
quarter box gelatine in quarter cup cold 
water. Boil one pint milk, beat four eggs 
and two tablespoonfuls sugar together. 
Four on the hot milk and cook until it 
thickens slightly; add the gelatine; strain; 
add one teaspoonful vanilla, quarier pound 
macaroons and one cup grated cocoanut; 
cool; when it logins to thicken add one 
pint cream whipped; stir until thick; pour 
into the mould. 
Dry sponge cake may be used Instead of 
the lady fingers, if preferred. And Instead 
of the macaroons the quantity of cocoanut 
can be doubled, or pounded almonds may be 
used. 
Trim the edges of the lady fingers before 
lining the mould. 
Iu using the whip-churn, give the dasher 
a short up aud down stroke else the cream 
will not whiD. lf too short the cream will 
spatter, and if the stroke is too long and 
slow the cream will not whip. 
If the 
whipped and frothy cream "goes back” to 
a liquid pour through a strainer ana whip 
it over again; but this will not happen if 
you have a good quality of cream, lf cream 
is too thick It will not whip, but must be 
diluted with milk. 
Set the mould into ice, fill with tho cream, 
heap ice about it and set it away to cool. 
This rule is a quantity sufficient for a two- 
quart mould of the pudding; ami one-half 
of the rule may be used if desired, bervo 
whipped cream around the pudding in the 
dish. This is a very nice dessert disband 
is considered especially delicious by those 
who are fond of the flavor of cocoanut, 
Cream M uUni, 
One pint of flour, one-half teaspoon of salt, 
one teaspoon of cream of tartar, one-half 
teaspoon of soda, one-quarter cup of sugar, 
yolks of two eggs beaten well, one cup of 
cream or enough to make a drop batter, 
whites of two eggs beaten stiff. Mix in the 
order given and bake in muffin pans. 
If you use baking powder instead of the 
soda and cream of tartar, take a little more 
than an even teaspoonful and a half, to al­ 
low for the rice flour that Is always mixed 
in with the baking powder. Butter can be 
used instead of the cream in these muffins, 
taking about two tablespoonfuls. 
These 
muffins are delicious. 
Hralaed Tongue. 
Wash tho tongue and simmer slowly two 
hours. Then skim and trim it. Tie the Dp 
to tho thicker part. Brown two tablespoon­ 
fuls butter, add two tablespoonfuls flour, 
pour on slowly one quart stock, add one- 
half carrot, one-half turnip, and one onion 
and one potato cut tine. a sprig of parsley, 
tYvo Lay leaves, one tablespoonful Worces­ 
tershire sauce, one tablespoonful mush­ 
room catsup and one stalk celery. Put the 
tongue into a pan, pour the sauce over and 
bake two hours. When done, remove the 
string and put on a Platter. Boil the eauce 
until reduced one-naif. Four around the 
tongue and serve. 
It will not Ie necessary to hake the tongue 
for two hours if it has been well cooked in 
tho previous boiling; an hour and a half 
will do. It is best to set the pan on a little 
trivet in the oven, else it may burn on to 
the dish. 
I.abater with Cecil Sauce. 
Cut the m eat of a three-pound lobster 
into pieces about an inch square; melt one 
tablespoonful butter, add one tablespoonful 
flour, pour on slowly orie-half cup cream 
and one-half cup white stock; season w ith 
salt aud pepper; add the lobster and the 
beaten yolk of one egg and one tablespoon­ 
ful chopped parsley. Serve. 
Wash and shell the lobster as has been 
directed in previous lectures. 
The stock used In this dish was made 
from the bones and scrap* left from a roast 
chicken. 
Leave the lobster over the fire just long 
enough for it to bo heated through. Gar­ 
nish with toast points when served. 
Chicken Soup. 
Clean and cut up a chicker. Put it on to 
boil: add one slice oniou, carrot, turnip aud 
one teaspoonful salt. 
Boil until tender. 
Take out the breast and boil the rest until 
the meat is in shreds; moisten one cup 
stale bread crumbs with a little of the 
liquor, pound to a paste with the breast. 
a id one-quarter saltspoonful cayenne and 
one teaspoonful salt. But this into tho ket­ 
tle with the rest of the chicken liquor aud 
rub through a sieve; add one pint cream. 
Season Yvith salt aud peeper. If not thick 
enough add a little flour and butter cooked 
together. 
Ii is easier to pound tho chicken when it 
is hot, just after it is cooked, than to wait 
till after It gets cold. This makes a very 
rich ana delicious soup.

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CHIMES AND CHIMING. 


The Fine Set of Bells in a 
Providence Church. 


Played IpoB, Set by Ropes, But Some­ 


thing as a Piano Is. 


Change and Carillon P laying in the 


Old Country.

There is ii cheery suirgestiveness about a 
chim e of bells. 
Thoir m elodious peals 
bring rem inders of festival tim e and holy 
days; and for those who have lived in hear­ 
ing of them there is a sort of inseparable 
connection betw een the glad seasons of the 
year and the tuneful ring of the bells. 
W ithout it there would seem to ba som e­ 
thing lost from these occasions, a part of 
the characteristic flavor gone from the day. 
The clear notes of the chim es upon the 
frosty air of Christm as m orning seem s a 
vigorous prelude to the universal feasting 
and happiness of tho day; they have 
a 
tenderer 
m eaning 
on 
Hie 
softer 
dawn of Easter, and upon 
the 
sober 
old Puritanic festival 
of 
T hanksgiving 
still another m odulation, alm ost as a grace 
before the universal least of the dav. 
In­ 
deed, to tile old inhabitants of Providence. 
Who has lived w ithin the so; ud of Grace 
C hurch chim es,Christm as, E aster,Fourth of 
July, Com m encem ent day and Thanksgiv­ 
ing would hardly seem the same w ithout 
those clour notes of the well-known hym ns 
and airs the chim es have so fam iliarly 
sounded upon those days. And then, too, 
w hat would a Christm as or a New Years or 
sn E aster card 
be w ithout the church 
ste e v e and th e heils sw inging so m errily, 
or the impossible old bell ringers, all of 
w hich form so fam iliar and popular a sym­ 
bolic representative of these joyful occa- 
eions? 
But though these pleasant sounds are so 
well known in Providence, the chim e has 
not hung in Grace Church steeple for very 
many years. 
Its first notes were rung 
upon E aster day. 
which fell upon 
March 31. Ju st about a year beiore the 
idea was first vigorously pushed of securing 
a chim e of Eel la. and giving to Providence 
such a chorus of clear-voiced celebrants of 
days and festivals as lias delighted soiiiany 
other cities. 
Urace C hurch tower was not 
ut th a t tim e completed. 
T he Neheme Contem plated 
the finishing of tho uncom pleted spire and 
the erection of an illum inated clock, as 
w ell as of a chim e of bells. The spire w as 
built to its present proportions, and the 
chim es were secured; but it was found im ­ 
practicable to put in the clock. So Commo­ 
dore Packard was able to win tho honor of 
fathering the 
first illum inated 
steeple 
clock in the city 
The happy idea was h it upon of apportion­ 
ing the cost of the wk ole chime am ong each 
of the sixteen bells one was afterw ards 
added to the original plan of fifteen -an d 
then interesting some particular class of in­ 
dividuals in each one. Thus there are the 
law yers’ bell, the physicians' bell, tho citi­ 
zens’ bell, tile infantry belli the m arine ar­ 
tillery heil, the Brown U niversity bell and 
the Grace church choir and Sunday school 
hells. H ie others are respectively known as 
the bishop's bell, the rector’s bell, and those 
presented ■ y A lexander Duncan, Es i„ A.D. 
and J. Y. Sm ith & C a. Frederick Burgess, 
Esq.. tho Governor and staff, AV. S. Burgess. 
Esq., and G. M. Richm ond & 8011. Beiore 
tho year was out the work had heel; com­ 
pleted and the bells were in position iii the 
tower. Upon E aster m orning they gave 
forth their first sounds. The occasion was 
one which attracted not a little Interest. 
The Grace Church chim e is known as a 
“carillon a clavier.’’ th a t is to say, a chim e 
on the principle of a piano. Its appearance 
is not w hat will have been suggested by tho 
usual poetical idealization of the “merrio 
Christm as chim es,’’as seen upon the bit of 
illum inated pasteboard appropriate for th at 
season of the year. There are not to be 
seen iii the little room in the tow er several 
gray-bearded, long-robtd old men, jum ping 
about in a sprightly way am ong a forest of 
bell-ropos and pulling first one and then 
another, us the exigencies of tho tim e re­ 
quire. The scene is quite a different one. 
T h ere I* a W ide W ooden Fram e, 
upon which are fixed in a row som ething as 
are the keys of a piano, sixteen liars, which, 
like the keys of a piano, act as levers, 
though, of course, upon a m uch larger 
scale. From each one extends up through 
the ceiling the cord which com m unicates 
w ith the bells above. In front of them 
6iands Mr. .Stanley, who has neither a gr y 
heard nor a long robe, ana plays npou these 
levers sonieu hat as he woulu upon tile keys 
of a piano; only, instead of striking them , 
ho seizos them iii the proper oruer one after 
another, and gives a vicious downward 
“yank,” which strikes the ham m er upon 
the appropriate Loll iii the series. The cords 
th a t connect the “keys” with the bells in 
tile belfry are carried down through a slot 
iii tho lovers, and the slack wound upon a 
turning pin. 
By this m eans tim lengths 
can be adjusted to the varying condi­ 
tions of m oisture and ternperture which 
sw ell aud shriuk them . In tile belfry each 
com is connected with another lexer by 
which the ham m er is tripped un I struck 
against the bell. T hus there is consider- 
anie reseal blan a to the “action” of a piano; 
the lever and the cord together coriespond 
to the ivory key and tho ham m ers of the 
hells are very much like an enlarged piano 
ham m er of iron instead of felt. 
To reach the beliry, ar.d see for him self 
how chim es are rung, the visitor m ounts a 
num ber of narrow stairways, dark and 
dusty, until at the very top a timid, foot and 
knee clim b is necessary, 
lie m ust crawl 
through a little door at the side of tim 
tower, when he finds him self in the belfry, 
practically out of doors. 
T hrough the O r r a t “Slain,’’ 
, which serve to keep out but little of the 
wind and none of th e cold, he can look 
Sown upon the busy street and th e house­ 
tops iii the vicinity of Mathewson street. 
Iii the very centre of the belfry stands the 
big bell which rings the hours; and tho 
visitor m ust keep a close watch upon tim 
time that be mav d scend before tim hour 
strikes if he wishes to escape with ears un­ 
harm ed by the battering volumes of sound 
trom its brazen throat. 
The rem aining 
bells ol the chim e are planted thickly about 
it, arranged according to size; a massive 
wooden fram e holds the sm aller ones on a 
tier above. 
A nother form of carillon is iii use upon 
the continent of Europe, o-poi lolly iii Bel­ 
gium, where chim ing has reached tile high­ 
est point of perfection. This is the "barrel 
carillon.” and is construct 'd quite upon the 
principle of the hand -organ or music lo x ; 
the barrel is studded w ith pins, which catch 
In levers as it revolves, and bo trip the ham ­ 
m ers of the hells. 
As this is operated by 
clock-work the services of the cilium l inger 
are dispensed with. 
There are very few of 
such chim es in tins country, one in Bulfaio 
being probably the only oue. 
Glace Church chim e consists of sixteen 
bells, giving a range of an octave and a 
th ird ; for tho tones extend from F to tim 
G sharp of the octave above in chrom atic 
scale, with the addition of the D ana E 
below, Thus any air can be played in any 
key which brings it w ithin this compass. 
The m usic th at is given from these chimes, 
as from m ost of tim chim es in this country, 
consists of fam iliar hym ns and tunes, tim 
air atone being played, or with .in occasional 
third. Tim custom in tins respect is varied 
In various countries. In England there is 
alm ost no playing of tunes, which Is wholly 
confined to the m echanical carillons on the 
great public buildings, but chim es are rung 
Dimply for the “changes" th at can be made 
by 
sounding 
the 
bells 
iii 
all 
the 
different sequences th at can be obtained. 
W hen this is 
done they 
are rune ny 
ropes as in ordinary hell ringing, with a 
player for each bell, or for every two bells. 
This proce-s is by 110 m eans easy; it has 
been reduced to a science by the English 
bell ringers, and tho enorm ous num ber of 
com binations th a t can be got from chim es 
of seven and eight bells furnishes a subject 
of alm ost inexhaustible study. 
To ling 
6000 
Is Considered a. CJreat F ent. 
On eight bells 40,320 changes can be rung; 
and this feat bas been perform ed by some 
of the fam ous old bell-ringers iii t" enty- 
seven hours—probably to tho great distress 
of the surrounding country. 
In fact the 
constant practice of this m ethod of chim e 
ringing 
cannot 
hove 
a 
very 
sooth­ 
ing 
effect 
upon 
the 
listeners, 
to 
judge 
from 
the 
move 
m oderate 
bits 
of it th at pre occasionally heard upon bells 
in this country. 
A near exam ple is at 
Christ’s Church, in Cambridge, opposite 
H arvard College, In which institution of 
learning much distress is occasioned by the 
m eaningless runs executed every Sunday 
m orning upon the chimes. English change 
ringing is a suojo t th at has m any interest- 
I 
ng historic tra aliens connected with it. 
t is so peculiarly a national custom, being 
Confined to England alone, and there is a 
vast store of curious technical and legend­ 
ary lore connected with tin -various m eth­ 
ods, the intricate technicalities of the 
changes, and the records of the great 
chance ringers’ feats. 
An interesting subject in this connection 
is found in tho music which was played in 
Belgium at the tim e of Hie great caiillon- 
eurs in the latter part of the last century, 
ana the perfection to which the art was car­ 
ried. There was a great Belgian m aster by 
the nam e ol M atthias van den Gheyn; he 
was a celebrated perform er and a composer 
cf bell music. 
W ithin a few years there 
M v e teen unearthed a great mass of his 


compositions for the chimes, elaborate in 
th»ir nature, and declared to he quite 
beyond 
the skill 
of 
any 
living 
per­ 
former. There were "m orceaux fugues.” 
or sm all pieces in the nature of fugue-*, and 
they are characterized by a wild tenderness 
of poetry and full of bell-like effects that 
nothing but the chim es could render ade­ 
quately. Though these pieces have not been 
heard for ajiu n d red years, it is not difficult 
to im agine w hat 
m ajestic breadth aud 
power m ight be attained upon such a colos­ 
sal instrum ent as an elation*tecarillon, with 
music into which the soul of the bolls had 
been instilled by a great master, and played 
with a skill to bring out their peculiar char­ 
acteristics.

average of five hours as a daily session. 
shows th at the House actually sat tor at 
least one m onth longer than the Senate. 
'Hie reports of tho House exceeded those of 
the Senate bv 2500 < olutn|is, wnich m akes 
the House reports 33 per c e n t greater In 
volum e titan those of the Senate.

G loucester, February 27.—There ara 
few subjects more interestin g th an tim folk­ 
lore of the sea; especially Hic m any strango 
superstitions of fishermen. 
It is a som ewhat rem arkable fact th a t 
even at this day. the most enlightened 
fisherm en of the world are believers in 
“luck” to a great degioe. And perhaps 
this may not seem sc very wonderful when 
it is un erstood th at no other class of men 
is so dependant on circum stances over 
which they have no control, for the suc­ 
cessful issue of their ventures, 
Tim fishers of the old world have long 
leon noted for their w ealth of folk-lore, 
and a volum e m ight bo tilled w ith their re­ 
m arkable superstitions. 
Those substitutions vary, of course, with 
different localities. 
Among the Scotch fisherm en a salmon, a 
m inister, or any quadruped, is considered 
uulu ky. Even to speak of tho tw o first Is 
enough to bring m isfortune not only upon 
the individual uttering the uncanny word, 
but also upon tho boat ho sails in and his 
shipmates. 
"If an uninitiated landsm an chanced to 
be on board a New Haven boat.” rem arks 
B ertram , in bis "H arvest of tho Sea.” "and 
in the ignorance and sim plicity of his heart, 
taikod about salmon, the whole c re w -a t 
least a few years ago-w ould start, grasp 
the nearest iron thoweJl, and 
exclaim : 
'Cauld itoni cauld iron!’ in order to avert 
tho calam ity which such a rash use of the 
appellation was calculated to Induce; and 
the sa d uninitiated 
gentlem an 
would 
very likely have been addressed in some 
such 
courteous term s as ‘Ch! ye igrant 
brute! Cud ye no ca’d it redfish?’ ” 
To u tter the word “m inister” in the pres­ 
ence of a crew of Scottish fisherm en is 
enough to produce a look of undefined ter­ 
ror iii the face of each. And little less ef- 
tect is produced by speaking cf a cat or pig 
when atioat. 
"rn tho sarno category,” says a clever 
writer, “m ust be placed every four-footed 
beast, from the elephant moving am ongst 
Hie jungles of Hindustan to the mouse that 
burrows under the cottage hearth stone. 
Some quadrupeds, however, are more ‘un- 
lucky’ than others; 


l i o n a r e D e te sta b le . 
hogs horrible, and hares hideous!” 
It is related th at on one occasion, seventy 
or eighty years ago, a fishing boat started 
out from a ham let on Moray F irth and pro­ 
ceeded to the fishing ground. 
Tile skip­ 
per’s son. a sm art lad, w ent as one of the 
crew. 
AVhilo at sea a salmon box was seen 
drifting towards tho boat. T he old nsher- 
tuen saw it aud shivered w ith superstitious 
dread. Not so the boy, who. however, was 
well aw are of th e leelings of his elders. 
Prom pted by a m ischievous im pulse, the 
thought occurred to him th at the incident 
afforded bim an excellent opportunity for 
a lark. 
"Look,” he exclaim ed, “there’s a 
salm on box on our w eather bow. It wou»d 
m ake a grand trough for the m inister's 
pig.” 
This short sentence contained the throe 
words m ost dreaded 
by his shipm ates, 
either one of which was enough to fill with 
terror the bravest m an of tho crew. The 
culprit was seized bv the rough hands of 
his companions, w ho instantly decided th at 
nothing short of death would be sufficient 
punishm ent for the offence com m itted. 
The boy escaped death only through the 
earnest intercession of his father, who 
promised th at the boy should never bo 
taken to sea anam . Tile lad, thus com ­ 
pelled lr> abandon Hie pursuits of a fisher­ 
man, became iii tim e a powerful evangeli­ 
cal preacher in the district, and it may be 
assumed that his influence w as exerted to 
disabuse tho fisherm en’s m inds of the su­ 
perstitious beliers, which had so nearly 
brought his career to an untim ely end. 
Some British fishermen, although they 
have a dread of m any evil omens, seem to 
believe th at sw ine are especially the em ­ 
bodim ent of evil or misfortune. In a vol­ 
um e entitled "An Historical Account of 
St. Monance,” the following curious lllus- 
tra t’on of this peculiar dread is given. 
There were two divisions of the town, one 
inhabited entirely by fishermen and called 
N ethertow n, aud the other, which was the 
hom e of tradesm en and farm ers having the 
local nam e OI Overtown. 
"T he inhabitants of the N ethertow n en­ 
tertained a m ost deadly hatred toward 
swine, as ominous of evil, insomuch that 
not one was kept am ongst them : end if 
their eves haplessly lighted upon one in 
any quarter they abandoned their mission 
and tied from it as they would from a lion, 
and their

tide 
had 
effectually 
rem oved 
the spell. 
The same devils were kept, 
however, 
in the Uppertown. frequently 
affording m uch annoyance to th eir neigh­ 
bors below, on account of their causual in­ 
trusions, producing mucii dam age by sus­ 
pension of labor. At last, becoming quite 
exasperated, tile decision of their oracle 
was to go in a bodv and destroy, not the 
anim als (for they dared not hurt them), but 
all who bred and fostered such demons, 
looking on them with a jealous eye, on ac­ 
count of their traffic. 
Aimed with boat 
hooks they ascended the hill iii form idable 
procession, and dreadful had been the con­ 
sequence bad they not been discovered. 
B ut the Uppertown, profiting by previous 
rem onstrance, im m ediately let looso their 
swine, whose grunt and squeak chilled the 
m ost heroic blood of the enemy, who, on be­ 
holding them , turned and tied do a n tne hill 
witli tenfold speed, more exasperated than 
ever, secreting them selves till the flux and 
reflux of the tide had undone the enchant­ 
m ent. 
It is gravely stated th at for nearly a cen­ 
tury there was not a hog to be found in the 
the whole of St. Moiiaiico. 
Even at the 
present day an anim al of 
this kind is 
avoided by the St. Monance fishermen, aud 
its nam e is seldom spoken by them , it be­ 
ing alluded to as “the brute*’ or ‘‘the 
beast.” lf, unhappily, one sees a hog or 
inadvertently calls it by nam e, "cauld 
iron.” touched or expressed, is understood 
to be the first antidote against enchant­ 
ment. 
The Yorkshire fisherfolk are quite as pre­ 
judiced against swine, and, besides, have 
m any other curious superstitions, 
'they 
are credited with being believers in a de­ 
graded form of w itchcraft, of the “getta- 
tu ra” order, its peculiarity being th a t the 
witch is not conscious of the evil power he 
or she 
may possess. 
W hen a coble or 
cutter is unlucky for a considerable period, 
it is believed th a t the successful prosecu­ 
tion 
of 
her 
work 
is 
prevented 
by 
the 
influence 
of witches. 
It 
is 
said 
that, when 
this is the case, the cus­ 
tom is still secretly m aintained for Hie 
boat owners and wives of the fisherm en to 
m eet together at m idnight aud,in profound 
silence, kill a pigeon, extract the bird’s 
heart, which is stuck full of pins and after­ 
wards burnt over a charcoal tire. 
It is sup­ 
posed that this charm is so irresistibly pow- 
erful ttiat tho unconscious author of Hie 
fisherm en’s ill luck is forced to come to the 
door where the people are assembled, who 
then m ake her some present as a propitia­ 
tory offering w hich may insure the coble or 
sm ack against the 
Influence of H e r U ncanny P n w rri. 
Borne fishermen, if their nets or lines fail 
to catch fish for m any nights in succession, 
frequently resort to a sacrifice to propitiate 
the Fates bv bringing on shore and burning 
the first fish th a t is taken. This appears to 
be closely allied to a practice in vogue 
am ong New E ngland fishermen, who often 
keep the largest fish of the day’s catch to be 
cleaned last, it being supposed that this will 
briug an abundance©! large fish to the lines 
on the following day. 
lf a Staithes fisherman should see. on his 
way to his boat, a drowned dog or kitten, 
he 
will im m ediately return 
home aud 
abandon for th at day any idea of venturing 
to sea. 
Scarcely less unfortunate is it to m eet a 
woman face to face as be w alks to his boat, 
w ith his nets or lines 
piled 
upon bls 
shoulders or head. 
Should this happen, 
even though the woman be of bis own 
fam ily, the fisherm an looks upon the incl- 
cident as an evil omen, and believes th at 
lie is doomed to ill-luck. To avoid a m eet­ 
ing of this kind, so m uch dreaded by the 
fishers, it is custom ary for a woman to turn 
ber ba* k upon a man who she sees is ap­ 
proaching her on his way to his boat. Bays 
a clever w riter: “Ah egg is deem ed so un­ 
lucky th at tho fishermen will not even use 
the word, but call the produce of the fowl a 
roundabout; and, fearless as are the fishers 
in their daily juggling with the dangers of 
the sea. yet so fearful are they of nam eless 
spirits and bogies, th a t I ain assured I 
should be unable, in the whole fishing 
colony of Staithes, to find a volunteer who 
for a couple of sovereigns would walk by 
night to tho neighboring village of Hinder- 
well. a couple of miles distant.’' 
And if a boy is sent by hiB father to bring 
his heavy sea boots, care m utt be exercised 
to bear them properly under his arm. For 
th e fisherm an will surely refuse to leave 


the shore in his boat th a t day, if his son is 
tliouglit'ess enough to ti intr the boots on 
his shoulder and bring them in th at way- 
It is som ewhat rem arkable bow wide­ 
spread 
O r ln ln o f Tl»e»e S uperstition* 
are am ong the fishermen, though perhaps 
differing in m any particulars w ith locali­ 
ties. 
In a town on the Isle of St- Lewis it was 
form erly custom ary for tile fisherm en to 
send ono of their num ber early on tho 
m orning of Mayday, to cross the fiver Bar­ 
ras I ie tore it was proDable th at anv woman 
would cross it. It was deem ed sufficient to 
prevent salmon from en terin g Hie river for 
tile whole year if a woman was the first to 
cross it on Mayday. 
Among the Swedish anglers the belief 
is prevalent that if a woman stops across 
an angling rod bo trout will he taken th at 
day. 
AA hen a Scotch fisherman is fast about 
j em banking for a fishing trio ’b e th in k s it 
I unlucky to m eet a barefooted woman who 
! lins largo feet and big toes. Sim e it is not 
always th at Boutell fisher lassies are pro- 
i video witli boots and nature has frequently 
! not given them sm all feet and shapely 
toes. a belief of tins kind often causes 
aw kw ard m eetings between the fisherm en 
and the women of their town. 
The .Shetland fishermen are no less super­ 
stitions than the Scotch. 
Among many , 
1 other superstitions, they are reputed to bo ■ 
still believers 
iii 
witches, fairies and 
brownies. In a recent num ber of the Gigs- 1 
, gow Herald, a w riter gives the following ! 
graphic a'c o u n t of how a Shetland fishing 
boat was bewitched 
| 
“A low years ago thoro was a sm all bluff- ! 
bowed smack fishing from Scalloway which 
had a:i extraordinary run 
i f had luck. I 
W hilst other crafts th at frequented the 
fishing grounds obtained exo< llent catches 
of tine cod- some 01 them as many as 1400 
in a week tiffs unfortunate vessel could 
hook nothing but “hoes, sheddocks, sea- 
tmddings.

I m awsgum s.” In vain the crew moored

took a turn sunw ards on leaving tho bay; 
they refused to give a tire,or even a m atch. 
to guy of their piscatory neighbors; iliey

C rum bled Ho M ii rh sit T h e ir D ad I.nck 
th at all the people of Scalloway were 
set spitting to save them selves from getting 
a share of it. It was of no use. T heir bad 
fortune continued. At length ono of the 
crew rem em bered that a scarf or corm orant

had

in tho habit of crossing tho bow of tile 
smack and flying in a zigzag courso beforo 
her every tim e sue left the bay, and ho 
averred thai this could have been done 
with no good intention, to which every 0110 
absented, aud at alice understood the reason 
of their poor fishing. 
W atching his oppor­ 
tunity, one of the hands struck tho bird 
witli an oar when she cam e near the bow, 
and broke her wing; and, curious to say, 
800 fine cod were secured bv Hie sm ack dur­ 
ing Hie yveek. 
But the m ost rem arkable 
fact in connection w ith the case is th at the 
m en learned on getting nome that an old 
woman who 
lived 
in 
the castle had 
broken Mer leg a t precisely the same 
hour and m inute tho wing of the scarf had 
boon broken. It m ust have been som ething 
more than a coincidence, surely. For Hie 
consideration of those who may be incredu­ 
lous as to corm orants be ng aide to exercise 
a malign and occult influence on the fish­ 
ing industry I may mention another case 
which happened tiffs very year. A sm all 
boat witli a crew'of three baff been engaged 
at the haddow fishing, and had been very 
unsuccessful, which, as fish were plentiful 
and the bait good. was altogether unac­ 
countable, until a scarf was observed sit­ 
ting on the lower m asthead of the smack 
Violet, which lay moored, w ith her top­ 
m ast lowered and divested of her run­ 
ning rigging. The skipper of tho boat,

had been called to the malicious bird, aud 
when he had been inform ed th at it had sat 
in the same place every tim e the boat had 
passed on her way to tho baal, requested 
one Buclian H enry to fire a shot at it, but 
he. Buchan, being busy at the tim e, and 
having, besides, be n in America and other 
foreign paris, where he had, it is to Ie 
feared, learned to laugh a t m any of the be 
liels still prevalent in his native country, 
declined to go for his gun at tile mom ent, 
aud the skipper got another person to fire 
a tan d kill tho bird.

dictionary and tho way iii w hich the dic­ 
tionaries of old were made. Even if we go 
no further back than Noah AVebster’s fir-t 
effort, tho illustration is am azingly pow­ 
erful. 
A great dictionary—which promises to ho 
the most perfect yet collated—is now being 
gotten nu iu New York. It is to Lo called 
tho Century Dictionary and is Hie nrojoctof 
tho great m agazine publishing house of tho 
sam e name. It may no1 he finished iii 
years, so that the illustration can bo drawn 
w ithout serving an interested purpose. In 
tact, th' Inform ation hero sot forth was 
begrudging!) gi\en. for tho dictionary- 
m akors think the tim e is not yet r;pe 
for talking of w hat is so far from comple­ 
tion and may be subject to so many 
changes. I assaulted their citadel earnestly 
for facts because I had just been reading 
Boswell’s life of Johns rn. and was im ­ 
pressed with how painstaking th a t useful 
sycophant oescilbed the m anner in which 
tlie g re a .Munson m ade his tarnous book. 
As th at di tionary is unquestionably Hie 
basis from which m ost of the English dic- 
tionary-m akers ot subsequent tim es have 
draw n tho greater Part, of thoir inform a­ 
tion aud ideas, the picture of how Johnson 
did 
Iii* W ark I* a V alu ab le One. 
Tho m akers of the Century Dictionary 
th at is to be propose to m ake a dictionary 
iii the modem way, and they have to cut 
out now l aths for them selves in order to 
do it. They propose to copy nothing from 
any authority w ithout verifying 
it, to 
accept nothing in the old auth' rities that 
new' and living ones will not vouch for, in 
filet, to begut a t Hie bottom ns it 
110 
dictionary bad ever been m ade and a per­ 
fect one was to be gotten out. The most 
curious thing about the work is that they 
dirt not intend to do this at the outset, but 
have been led into it steo by step. They 
owe the gigantic work thoy have under­ 
taken to a purchase of the plates of an 
English dictionary called tho Im perial—tho 
new revise n of Dr. John O gllvle’s m aster 
work. In buying it they first proposed to 
Americanize it by striking out the purely 
Englishism s 
iii 
spelling, 
tor instance, 
and 
bv 
adding 
words 
or 
definitions 
in 
American 
usage. 
They 
saw 
then 
th at they bael bettor cut tho plates and in ­ 
sert new m atter to a considerable extent. 
Finally, they decided to throw tho whole 
work overboard and begin anew. Mr. Ros­ 
well Smith, president of the company. Rays 
th a t if they had known what they wore 
undertaking they w ould have been inpalled 
a t the expense and tim o required ana m ight 
not have gone into it. The Im perial dic­ 
tionary is in four octavo volumes. 
Tho 
(Jeutury may comprise ten. 
They went so far th a t it soon became too 
late to halt, and now tor nearly six years 
tho work has been on the way with Hie 
present belief time it may be completed in 
tw o years. 
'Hie im perial dictionary was 
taken as a basis as it was the m ostelabornte 
and complete work extant. A great force 
of women was eniplovod to cut up proofs 
of all Hie Dagos of the Im perial and reas­ 
sort all the headings under kindred classi­ 
fications — bringing 
all natural history 
words together, all the terras In m edicine. 
in ark iii the m echanical branches, in 
archit ology, all Americanisms, and,in fact, 
each sort of words, together under their 
own heads. For each classification a living 
authority was then sought, the highest one 
if possible, to take charge of the branch of 
tho work that ne was uiastei of. 
For ex­ 
ample. Austin Abbott is Hie expert by 
whom all definitions of law term s are 
finally supervised. 
The very world of 
knowledge has thus been enlisted in the 
gigantic work and, over all the experts. 
purely literary m en have been engaged to 
revise the English of the definitions and 
m onographs each expert furnishes. Higher 
still, above all these, is Professor W hitney 
of Yale, the greatest authority in linguistics 
in this country, 
W ho Im th e F d tto r-in -C h irf 
of tho work. 
But that is not all that is needed to m ake 
the new dictionary which is to take Hie 
place of the once form idable work -Samuel 
Johnson produced in his bed room in Hol- 
born. A little host of em inent literary m en 
is also hard at work reading standard works 
simply to find words not detiued in any 
dictionary. 
You would scarcely credit It 
but in the Encyclopedia B ritannica alone 
there have been found 1 0 .0 0 0 words not 
included in the best English dictionaries. 
Farther still in tiffs labyrinth ol compli­ 
cated and m inute dot Hi, ono finds th at 
another set of literary m en land altogether 
these are Hie pillars of our literature) is 
equally hard at work reading both new and 
old authors, from Sm ollett to Howells, in 
one brancii, aud from the first translators of 
tho Bible into English to the last book by 
Cardinal M anning, 
in 
another 
branch, 
simply to find apt illustrative sentences to 
dem onstrate the sense in which wolds are 
used, aye, and the sense in all its shadings. 
Not even Hie old quotations in the stan­ 
dard dictionaries are to bo used, but all,are 
tube, like all else in this hook, original 
with it. Ben Jonson, for instance, proves 
a w *ndrous m ine never w- rko 1, for infor­ 
mation as to the use and m eaning of Eng­ 
lish words rn Hie brilliant epoch in which 
he lived. 
As the thousands of words sent out to the 
expeits are returned to the publishers vt itll 
the new definitions added and the new 
words included, the women who originally 
scissored out or the 
proof sheets the 
snow-tall of clippings now copy the work 
of the experts on typew riters, so as to have 
it in clean, unm istakable type.and ttien this 
is compared word by word aud all m istakes 
corrected. At the same tim e, there is pour­ 
ing in upon th e publishers and the experts 
the findings of new words and new quota­ 
tions and these are sui m ittod to tho experts 
and added to their work and revised by tho 
literary men w h o act as editors, in never- 
en ing rotation and rerotatlon. The first 
complete list 01 svnonymes in the language 
is incidentally being added. Then again, 
there are w ords th at cannot be defined by 
words. W ho can 
D e s c rib e a a A llig a to r 
so that one can seo it precisely in his m ind’s 
eye—or w hat words will convey a just idea 
of the appearance of the periw inkle shell? 
In all such cases pictures aro used tp help 
in m aking the definition, ami atter an ex­ 
port has suggested the picture he wants, 
and the art developm ent Has turned out tho 
picture, it is sent to Hie expert and m arked 
“approved” by him over his own signature, 
or else he disapproves of it and has it 
changed until it is correct. 
Aud all tho 
time, as in the w eaving of a m illion threads 
into a carpet pattern, the women who have 
been clipping and typo w riting are kept 
busy rearranging and putting back into tho 
old order w hat they at first so diligently 
tore apart, so th at tho words will fall in 
alphubelical order, each w ith Its definition, 
its uuotaton, its svnonymes, its picture, or 
whatever, in Hie proper place. 
How does tho obi 
dictionary compare 
with the new ? Look at Johnson and his 
clerks scratching away in a bedroom on tho 
oue hand and on the other a thousand 
homes instinct with the spirit of the modern 
enterprise, professors, students, novelists, 
poets, civil engineers, 
doctors, lawyers, 
actors, astronom ers, mechanics, 
sailors, 
editors, in fact, at least one representa­ 
tive of every following in science, art and 
industry are all toiling to contribute to a 
com pendium of all the knowledge obtain­ 
able about the words th at form our lan­ 
guage. Carrying out their workB are scores 
of busy women, the patient type setters, 
the press men. the artists, the photograph­ 
ers, the stereotype founders, the binders, 
and who oan tell how many else? This is 
w hat Hie men who are getting up the latest 
dic tionary foresaw, yet they saw it was only 
a feeble g lin ce ahead th at they took. 
Among other things they m ust copyright 
every line, m ust obtain deeds of every line 
supplied to thorn, m ust satisfy other pub­ 
lishers for every lino they borrow from 
American works, and the last enterprise 
they undertook w aste w rite to all the mis­ 
sionary stations ail over the world for defi­ 
nition of all the foreign term s arid words 
in use in English and American literature.

sought.

wa" as hungry as a wolf, but the cheapest ! 
meal rn tho place cost seventy-live cents. ; 
W hile I was wondering w hat to do to get 
outside of a square meal, I happened to 
catch sight of a faro gam e in nill blast, 
through the half-open door of a brilliantly- 
lighted saloon. 
I walked in, fished my 
solitary quarter out of my pocket, coppered 
it on tho king, and lost. 
Now, I m ust confess th a t I fought the 
tiger in his lair m any a time In my life, amt 
and am not iii the habit of grow ling when 
luck goes against, mo. but on this occasion 
an involuntary “dam n" rom to my lips and 
escaped i>eforo I could shut my teeth quick 
enough to keep it in. I watched th e gam e 
for a m inute or so, and thou turned on my 
heel and w.Hke over to the stove. 
Standing there was a rem arkably hand­ 
some young man. with regular, clear-cut 
feat ures and m erry brown eyes, and whose 
m ost conspicuous article of dress was a 
wide Mexican sombrero, which he wore 
tilted over his leli ear in ouito a T urkish 
fashion. He looked me well over and then 
asked pleasantly 
"Ju st come in?”

T hat 
the 
body is too large now is evident from th® 
fact th at th® Senate m uch more thoroughly 
and intelligently does its work than the 
House. Texas. California. Kansas, proba­ 
bly. N ebraska and Iowa will before m any 
years send a larger representation th an New 
York, and at the rate of increase now going 
on in Texas th at State promises before long 
to uend double the num ber of the next m ost 
populous State. 
W hen 
our population 
reaches two or three hundred m illions it 
will tm soon th at the Hom e m ust eith er be 
constituted un absurdly exaggerated bodv. 
or else m any of tho States m ust be repro- 
sente I bv num bers ludicrously sm all in 
com parison w ith those sent by other States. 
Mr. Cox, who has given this m atter very 
great consideration, seos in it the m enacing 
danger to the Senate by aud by. 
W ill 
Texas, w ith fifty representatives in tho 
House, consent always to see their woik 
neutralized by two men from Rhode Island 
or Delaware In th e Senate? Already In 
m any parts of the W est there is heard often 
expressed dissatisfaction w ith the equal 
powers of th e little States in the Senate. 
W hen the great States of the Mississippi 
valley and Pacific slope secure more than 
tw o-thirds of the representatives in th e 
House, will it be so very hard to pass the 
constitutional am endm ent that so many 
Western memlmrs even now would be idea 
to see adopted, changing completely the 
character of th e Senate?

Congress

am ount of work in its d o ing hours. N o ta 
m om ent was to st T hat all the work was 
not good work m ay bo considered certain. 
b at at such tim es the Lad and the good 
m ust go along together. 
Ore-quat ter part 
of this vigor m anifested three m onths ago 
would have been better all around, and sev­ 
eral bills which should have passed would 
not now be virtually so m uch w aste paper. 
However, the last Congress has not been 
one open to severe criticism as congresses 
go. 
If it has not accom plished a vast 
am ount of beneficial legislation, it certainly 
has prevented from becom ing law m any 
m easures quite reprehensible. Some few 
of its m easures have been vastly im portant, 
w hile none have been extrem ely bad. The 
country has not been scandalized by river 
and harbor steals such as sent the last Re­ 
publican congress into disgrace, nor have 
the K e if e r .s 
and R o b eso n s m ade the 
nam e of tho legislative body a hissing and 
a by-word. 
Several of the bills passed during the sea­ 
son will, doubtless, result in great and per­ 
m anent benefit. 
Among these m ay be 
m entioned the interstate com m erce bill 
and the retaliation hill, the effects of beth 
of which will, probably, be plainly seen 
w ithin a com paratively short time. 
T h at nothing has i cen accom plished in 
the line of tariil reform is to be regretted. 
Tho welfare of the country requires Bach 
legislation. However, the various attem pts 
have possessed usefulness at least in show­

Castle governm ent accorded you, and we 
will endeavor to em igrate another m illion 
of you under th a pressure of A coercion 
bill. As you will not starve to death in an 
effort to pay impossible rents to the land­ 
lords, as your fathers starved in 184047. 
we will try to m ake v ox This is our Tory 
infallible specific for the cure of all your 
Irish com plaints. 
And this will be adm in­ 
istered to you by our large arm y and navy.” 
T hat is th e situation today—th a t the 
precise attitude of the Tory governm ent to 
Ireland. The latter asks for self-govern­ 
m ent. She is offered coercion and whole­ 
sale em igration. 
It seems to be a fixed 
principle w ith this fatuous English govern­ 
m ent to do for Ireland not w hat she wishes, 
but the very opposite, and to endeavor to 
cultivate and still further intensify the 
bitter hatred of England entertained by 
m any millions of the Irish race throughout 
the world and to arouse the deepest indig­ 
nation of every lover of liberty at such a 
governm ent, whose only reply to the just 
and tem perate dem ands of a long-suffering 
people is characteristic of the coward and 
tho bully.

Amusing Games for Old and Young 
—Correspondence. 


Those who have young people in the 
fam ily who m ust have entertainm ent at 
home, so they won’t have to go elsewhere 
to seek for it, thereby running a risk of 
choosing a wrong sort; little groups of 
neighbors, who like to gather at each 
others’ houses during tho w inter evenings; 
the indefatigable individuals who "got, up” 
aud "ru n ” church sociables, library enter­ 
tainm ents and other sm all parties of th a t 
frort; the people on tho piazza and in the 
parlors of the seaside and m ountain hotels 
in the sum m er—all come sooner or later to 
the point of asking: "W h at shall we do 
now ?” “Can’t anybody think of some fresh 
am usem ent?” 
Peoplo oneht, them selves to 
entertain 
each other, and in m ost oases they will do 
so after they have once begun; but some

• 
It will create considerable m ystification if 
invitations are sent out under th at title, 
provided it is a new thing to tho guests in­ 
vited. Some may feel offended and stay 
away because ol it, but they will be sure to 
be very sorry for it afterw ards if they do. 
Prepare lor the party by 
cutting from 
som ethin dark cloth (woollen is basti, the 
figure of a donkey about I bree feet long, 
and proportionately high. 
Pin or baste tho 
donkey upon a rheet. 
This interesting 
anim al should be as perfectly represented 
as possible, with tile exception of tho fact 
tn at ho is m ade w ith no tail. Then cut 
from the cloth as m any tails as there are to 
he guests, and stick a pin through the 
upper end of each. 
When the guests are all assem bled pro­ 
duce the sheet, and pin it upon some wall 
whore it will have 
a chance to hang 
smoothly, with as wide and long an open 
space in front of it as possible. 'I he donkey 
should tie about on a level w ilh the shoul­ 
der of a person of average height. One of 
tim tails should be given to orch person.

iro n to f the donkey and b incite! od: he is 
then to w alk backw ard for ten or a dozen 
steps (according to the space', turn around 
three times, and th e n -g o and pin tile don­ 
key’s tail on! In advancing he m ust hold 
tile tail out before him. with tho pin in posi­ 
tion. and. w ithout anv fum bling about it at 
aff. pin the tail on the place which his hand 
first touches. 
Any one v. bo lins ever seen the ancient 
gam e of '’blowing out tho canille” will im ­ 
agine tim laughable results of these at­ 
tem pts. aud can guess at the shouts of 
Blighter which will aiise as the toil gets 
Honed carefully to tho donkey’s nose, its 
eft. ear. a hind hoof, all over the sheet and 
outlying wall space, or even upon stray ar­ 
ticles of furniture or unlortunate individ­ 
uals who nmv Le standing near. 
A prize should ba given to tho one who 
gets the donkey’s tail most exactly in posi­ 
tion, pud a consolation prize to soothe the 
mortification of him who got the farthest 
wrong. 
D o m i n o Vt h u t. 
This gam e of cards is so called, probably, 
because it is not dominoes, and not whist, 
its only resem blance to thoRe cam es being 
th at it is played w ith cards, as is whist, and 
the curds are m atched according to the 
spots or face values, as in dominoes. A 
domino w hist party is m ore easily arranged 
than a "com m erce” or "progressive euchre” 
party, and is new er a is o -in the E astern 
States, at least — though it was popular 
last season In W estern cities. 
The gam e briefly aud essentially is this: 
Any num ber can play, though five or six is 
a good tableful, and it may be reduced to 
three or four. 
Tho cards are dealt, one 
apiece, till all are given o u t The player 
next the dealer having exam ined and ar­ 
ranged his cards according to their suit and 
face value, begins by placing a nine snot or 
a five spot in the centra of the board, pre­ 
ferably the form er. 
H ie next player lays 
down by the side of this card a ten or an 
eight, th a t is tho one above or balow the 
nine, if th a t lead; or a four or a six if the 
five lead of the same suit, 
lf he has not 
this next card he starts a new- sequence by 
putting down a nine or a five ot some other 
snit, using a nine if the first play w as a 
nine, or a five if the first play was a 
five. 
lf 
he 
can’t 
do 
either 
of 
these things—I. c .: If he hasn’t tho next 
card in the sequence started by the first 
player, and hasn’t the card necessary to 
start a new sequence, he m ust forfeit i-y 
I lying down before him one of the beans 
or buttons with which the players are pro­ 
vided as counters. 
No. a then plays, following the sam e rule, 
aud lavs down either the next card higher 
or lower, in tho sequence or sequences 
started, or begins a new sequence, or if he 
can do neither forfeits a bean. This goes 
on till some one plavs his last caid an i 
shouts “Domino.” 
Then all the nouns 
which have been laid down as forfeits m e 
claim ed by this w inning player, together 
w ith

the 
other 
plovers 
stilt 
hold 
in 
their 
hands. 
This 
counting is 
kept 
still more closely to the domino system 
som etim es by claim ing tho fare value in 
beaus of each card left in the players’ 
banus; just as in playing dominoes, tile one 
who is out first, or "dom inoes,” counts the 
spots of all dominoes held by his opponents. 
In the cards the spots are counted, ace tie­ 
ing lowest, and jai k. queen an I King count­ 
ing r e s is tively elated , twelve mid thir­ 
teen. 
A little practice in the gam e will 
show the skilful plaver how to ‘•block," as 
in dominoes, bv holding the card necessary 
to start a so luenca as long as it is possible 
to play elsewhere, thus preventing other 
players from using their cards of th a t suit. 
One m ust play, however, when possible, 
though choice may be m ade if two or move 
wavs are o en. 
This play goes on till som eone has lost a11 
the hun ired or more beaus with which ea Ii 
player started in the game. One bv one 
these bankrupted players retire till one is 
left victor. 
For a domino w hist party the beans are 
om itted. A half-dozen tables are arranged 
w ith four, five or six players at each. 
At a 
given signal they begin to play. and as soon 
as one player shouts "dom ino” ho receives 
a "favor,” as in a germ an. 
Tilts favor 
may be a tiny bell tied with a ribbon, a 
flower or any other trifle uch as are used 
tor germ an favors. 
At Hie cud ail stop 
play at a given signal, and the person hav­ 
ing the most favors receives the ffrst prize. 
Second sud consolation prizes may also be 
given lf desired. This gam e is more social 
than progressive w hist or euchre parties, as 
it is So m uch easier to nlay, and requires no 
provteus knowledge of cards. 
A C razy T n t f o r t y . 
This new phase of church entertainm ent 
la original, it is believed, in W orcester, 
Mass- At le a 't tho first account we have 
seen of such an occasion was given by the 
W orcester [Spy in a description of an affair 
at the U niversalist church in th at place:

They num bered about 
tw enty, aud the most eccentric attires were 
displayed, which created long and continu­ 
ous applause aud laughter. The prevailing 
i d e a had been to reverse the ordinary cus­ 
tom of wearing clot bing 
Coats weie re­ 
versed aud buttoned behind: shirt fronts, 
collars, ties, aud even pantaloons were so 
reversed, and the head gear. consisting of a 
m ask at, tho back of the head, with a plain 
m ask for the face, was such an illusion tear 
one could not tell w hether ho was looking 
at th e front or hack of a w alter, and, when 
trying to attract his attention would often 
have him tu rn ab o u t when lie thought lie 
was standing feet tow ard the table.

These have been described and illustrated 
a t length in late num bers of Good House­ 
keeping, and m any clever and valuable 
suggestions have been made for gam es, etc., 
appropriate to sm all gatherings.

T h e ex ec u tiv e g o v ern m en t has 
no control w h a tev e r over th e congressional 
lo b b y ; it c an n o t even refe r to th em by m es­ 
sage or p u blication. 
N obody is h ere to op­ 
pose th e m bu t th e new spaper correspon­ 
d ents, or som e in d ig n a n t m em ber of Con­ 
gress, w ho m ay rise up and m ove an in v es­ 
tig atio n , b u t fie g en erally does it a t th e 
sacrifice of lits com fort an d peace of m ind. 
T he lobby is o ften stro n g en o u g h to over­ 
throw ap investigation.

tan t about thirty-five m iles from Mnims- 
port. Ie ;ving the fleet to follow as soon as 
soon as tho obstructions in tho river could 
be rem oved.

F ort de Hussey, situated at Gordon’s 
Landing, on tile soutli bank of the Bed 
river, seventy miles from its m outh, was a 
form idable 
quadrangular 
work, 
w ith 
bastions and bomb proofs, covered with 
railroad iron, connected with a w ater bat­ 
tery. the casem ates OI which appeared to 
be < amable of w ithstanding the heaviest 
shot and shell. 
The position of tho fort was such th a t its 
guns com m ando I the approaches by tile 
river, both above aud below, so th at Ad­ 
m i r a l P orter’s gunboats m ight have lound 
it a serious obstacle. Fortunately the gar- 
rison had been reduced from 1000 to little 
over 30 ). it was im portant, therefore, th at 
it should be attacked before re-euiorce- 
mentB could be throw n into it. 
At daybreak on the 14th the arm y se to u t 
in light m arching order for the fort, the 
brigade of General Mower in the advance. 
The en em,vis cavalry, a part of the force of 
General Dick Taylor, kept up a series of 
harassing dem onstrations during the entire 
inarch, .md more than once the rear divis­ 
ion had to lorm line of battle. About 8 
o’clo k in the afternoon the advance arrived 
iu tile woods surrounding the open space 
about the fott, from winch a fire of shell 
and shrapnel was opened from four guns. A 
brisk cannonade was im m ediately com- 
ineneed on Hie fort from two batteries, 
and continued 
for 
two 
hours; 
then 
followed aa 
advance 
of 
skirm ishers. 
a heavy fustlado. and a charge led by the 
Fifty-eighth Illinois and the E ighth Wis­ 
consin. 
When tho ditch was readied the 
garrison surrendered, aud w ithin tw enty 
m inutes from the tim e of the assault w as 
oidcred the eolor-se geaut of tho Fifty- 
oigiilh Illinois planted tao flag of tile 
Union on the enem y’s works, in Hie mean- 
turn) Hie fleet had returned to the Red 
river, dem olished a form idable barricade 
which had cost Hie rebels m onths to con­ 
struct. and two ■vessels, the N’easho and the 
Eastport, arrived opposite the fort while 
tlio attack was going 
o d . 
The E astport 
opened her batteries, but suspended fire 
when the assault commenced. 
The loss was trifling oil Doth sides, th at of 
the Federals tieing nine killed and thirty- 
n ine w ounded: th ato f the rebels five killed 
aud four w ounded 
Ten g uns were taken, 
a large num ber of sm all arms, 2000 barrels 
of gunpowder, an ) a quantity of am m uni­ 
tion and commissary stores. The im m edi­ 
ate destruction of the fort was ordered, but 
on the 17th it was accidentally clown up. 
The capture or Fort de Hussey opened the 
Red river 
A lexandria, about ISO m iles 
a;love. on t he south bank, and th at portion 
of General .Smith’s force which had been 
engaged at tho fort was im m ediatelv em ­ 
barked on transports, sent up tho rivet aud 
occupied the town, shortly afterw ards fol­ 
lowed by tho rem ainder of the troops and 
tile fleet 
'Hie enem y’s forces retired, as well as 
several of their gunboats, towards Shreve­ 
port. Un the lo th General Stone, General 
B anks’ chief of staff, arrived at Alexandria, 
and on tho 20th General Lee, w ith the cav­ 
alry of 
Genera) B anks’ division, alter 
m arching from F ranklin across the Meclte 
country. D uring the first week after Hie 
occupation of A lexandria 4000 bales of 
cotton were obtained, t asides large quanti­ 
ties brought in by negroes. General Banks 
declaring th at the occupation of the coun­ 
try would lie perm anent, hundreds of citi­ 
zens, among whom were a num ber of 
prom inent residents of Alexandria, came 
forward and took tho oath of allegiance lo 
the U nited States; a recruiting office was 
opened aud a large num ber of w hite men 
en listed in the Federal service. 
General Mower ascended the river as far 
as Natc hitoches, eighty m iles above Alex­ 
andria on the wost ta n k of tho river, and 
on the 21st defeated a body of the enemy, 
captured 282 prisoners and a battery of 
four gunj. aud took possession of the town. 
On Hie 20th General A. J. Smith left Alex­ 
andria and commenced a m arch toward 
Natchitoches, to be followed by the troops 
of General Banks as they arrived 
Twelve 
gunboats and about thirty transports hav­ 
ing succeeded, after extraordinary exer­ 
tions on the part of Admiral Porter, in pass­ 
ing Hie shoals above A lexandria, also 
moved up tho river, their co-operation with 
tho laud force being deemed essential to 
the success of the expedition. Borne of the 
larger vessels wore detained below till the 
w ater should rise iu the riJcr. 
On the 4th of April thecoluinuof General 
Banks reached N atchitoches aud rem ained 
there two days, when the m arch from 
Shreveport was resum ed by the Mansfield 
road. This road runs south of and at a con­ 
siderable distance from tho river, through 
pine woods and a barren sandy country, 
w ithout w ater or forage. It was desirable, 
theretore, that tho arm y should spend as 
little tim e as possible in traversing it. Gen­ 
eral Dee. with the cavalry, had tho advance, 
followed by tho T hirteenth Army Corps 
under General Hansom; alter winch moved 
tile First Division of the N ineteenth Army 
Corps, under General Emory, a brigade of 
colored troops under Colonel Dickey bring­ 
ing nu tho roar. A division of the Six­ 
teenth Army Corps, under fG eneral A J. 
Sm ith, followed two days later. 
The army cons ated of about 40,000 men, 
aud was thus com m anded: The cavalry by 
General Lee, form erly of G rant's a rm y - 
said to be a favorite of th e L ieu ten an t 
General, and with the reputation of being 
an ediciout and active officer The artillery 
was 
under 
Brigadier-General 
Richard 
Arnold, a captain of tho Second A rtillery of 
the regular arm y and chief of the service 
iii this departm ent. General F ranklin was 
second in com m and of the forces. 
He had 
one division of his arm y corps w ith him — 
th a t commanded by General Em ory. The 
division of General Greeu was left at Alex­ 
andria to hold the post. General Sm ith’s 
forces consisted of two divisions. General 
Ram sdeu’s forces also consisted of two 
divisions. W ith this army he began his 
m arch. Tho country through w hich he was 
to move was most disadvantageous for a 
m arching army. 
The topography of Virginia has been 
assigned as a reason for every defeat of the 
Army of the Potomac, but Virginia is a gar­ 
den and a meadow w lieu compared with 
Hic low. flat pine counties that extend from 
Opelousas, far in the Mouth, to Fort Sm ith, 
in the North, and cover hundreds of thou­ 
sands of square miles. There are few plan­ 
tations and fewer settlem ents. These are 
m erely built in clearings, of pine logs. 
thatched and plastered with m ud; a few 
narrow roads, w’ith no sign of Hie or civil­ 
ization beyond an occasional log house and 
half-cleared 
plantation- 
The 
bark 
is 
stripped from the trees, th a t they may rot 
and die in a few m ouths, and thus save 
their lazy owners the trouble of cutting 
them down. 
Into this country General Banks was com­ 
pelled to march. 
He found in the begin­ 
ning th at Hie ai rns of his service would be 
alm ost worthless 
So long as he marched 
his cavalry m ight picket the woods and 
skirm ish along toe advance, but in action 
th ev would be helpless as so many wagon 
His at tillery would be of no use 
unless he should m anage to get the enemy 
into an open clearing, which was as im ­ 
probable as it wou d be to get troops with 
works to fight in front o: them . The coun­ 
try was little m ore than a great masked 


battery. 
It was an unproductive, barren 
country, «nd it became necessary to peru.A; 
pent m ilitary operations to cutty along 
everything th at un arm y could uije, 
finch a thing as sui sistlnst Mi Ariny ifl a 
country like this could only be achieved 
w hen mon and homes could fie induced to 
liv e on nine trees nm i rosin. About forty-four 
miles from Grand Ecore there is a clearing of 
more thun usual size, and upon it thoro 
was built more than the ordinary num ber 
of houses, and show ing more than the com­ 
mon degree of enterprise aud taste. This 
clearing forms a plateau, and as it rises as 
high perhaps as fifty feet the people have 
til ken advantage of the fact and called it 
"Pleasant H ill.” 
A gainst this point it was determ ined to 
m arch. 
We knew th a t the rebel arm y was 
in th at direction, sud it was not at all 
likely th at they would mako a stand and 
show us battle. The arm y m arched accord­ 
ingly—Leo leading the advance, moving 
stow Iv with his cavalry, and followed as 
rapidly as possible by tho infantry division 
of General K. ii son. 
By Thursday, April 7, 
the whole arm y was in motion, aud the ad­ 
vance was nearing Bleasant Hill. General 
Banks broke cam p. aud with hts staff aud 
a sm all escort rode to the front. Before 
him were tw o-thirds of his arm y; behind 
tiiiii the rem ainder, under General Smith, 
and, composed of many of the bravest vet­ 
erans in G rant’s arm y. was m arching rap­ 
idly. 
Early iu tho day, on Thursday, our cav­ 
ally had passed beyond Pleasant Hill, and 
about two miles abovo, near a ravine, they 
had m et tho rear guard ut the enemy. A 
sharp skirm ish ensued. The lighting be­ 
came so earnest ut last th a t General Lee 
begun to ooubt the ability of his cavalry 
to force a passage, aud sent to General 
F ranklin for a brigade of infantry, as a re- 
en force moat. 
The enemy were driven, 
however, before tho iufHntry arrived, with 
severe loss, the cavalry being com pelled to 
dism ount and fight through the wo'xla In 
this skirm ish 
we lost about, 
fifty men, 
killed, wounded and missing. The object 
of General Banks’ spring cam paign was po­ 
litical as well as m ilitary. The im portance 
of tho (Southwest may be properly estim at­ 
ed when we consider our relatione with 
Mexico and the em harrassm ents occasioned 
by tho French interference w ith th a t re­ 
public. 
4 
The occupation of Brownsville, on the 
Rio Grande, by General Banks, last year. 
did m ud! towards checking the design* of 
the French em peror. An Am erican arm y 
was placed on the frontier ot the new-made 
dependency, and any diplom acy between 
Davis and Napoleon was thus shattered and 
silenced. T hat occupation was m erely a 
check. To mako it a checkm ate, the ' i»p- 
turo of bhreveport was necessary. This 
town occupies a point in the extrem e north­ 
western part of Louisana, near the bound­ 
ary line ol Arkansas and Texas. 
At the 
head of steam boat navigation on the Red 
river, in the m idst of the largest and rich­ 
est cotton district in Hie trans-M ississippi 
departm ent, the rebel capital of Louisana, 
the headquarters of Kirby Sm ith, and the 
depot of supplies for the rebel arm y. B ut 
the governm ent desired Shreveport and the 
undisturbed possession of the Mississippi, 
and G eneral Banks was charged w ith the 
duty of taking IL 
F r a n k M. F lin n .

I once had th e pleasure of witnessing the 
courting and pairing off of a flock ot quail. I 
was sitting so I could look down upon a 
flat 
rock 
th a t 
stood up higher th an 
the 
tops 
of 
a 
thicket of brush and 
weed* 
surrounding 
it 
near 
a 
sm all 
brook. I first heard the chatter of quails 
in the brush. After holding quite an ani­ 
m ated confab one hen quail flew up on 
tho rock and was followed by five or six 
males. Miss Quail strutted around a few 
tim es, apparently not noticing her adm ir­ 
ers, assum ing coquettish attitudes, and put­ 
ting on m ore style and affectation titan a 
hum an dudess of tho present day. She 
finally took a conspicuous position and 
appeared to devote her entire attention to 
herself. H er adm irers, in the mean tim e, 
stood around and looked at each other with 
defi ant eye and mien. They then began to 
stru t around, spread and trail their wings, 
try graceful w alks aud poises, each striv­ 
ing to outdo the others.

well, blarney, I suppose. 
Finally they

w alked to the north side of the rock, rose 
sim ultaneously ami hew away, lighting to­ 
gether. ready for housekeeping. 
Another 
hen then cam e upon the rock with three or 
lour m ales aud w ent through the same form 
of courting, and to the victor—the reward 
of a w ife.

The New Year is celebrated at six differ­ 
en t tim es rn Persia—a fact w hich seem s to 
treat w ith irony those who claim th a t the 
world is now exactly 5887 years old. In­ 
deed. the w.de divergency existing as to the 
exact period w hen the anniversary of the 
New Year should fail takes away m uch 
from the significance of the event, which 
thus becomes a tim e w hen, by common 
consent, a com m unity offers congratula­ 
tions, rath er 
than 
anything possessing 
chronological im portance. 
At Teheran the Jew s have one day. the 
Arm enians another, the Russians a third, 
th e Roman Catholics and Protestants a 
fourth, and tho Mio: hs or Persian M ahom­ 
etans a filth, and the regular M ahom ­ 
etans still a sixth. 
It is the custom ot the 
Shah to send a high officer of the realm to 
each legation at tho New Year of the re­ 
spective legations to present the com pli­ 
m ents of tile season. This would occur 
three tim es at Teheran, viz., for the Otto­ 
man and the Russian legations, and for the 
other six. The officer arrives early, say 
about 7 or 8 in the m orning, aud is in full 
uniform , staried with 
decorations 
and 
attended by a num erous retinue. 
T his ( erem onv over, ten servants of the 
royal household in scarlet uniform Alo into 
tho legation, led by an 
upper servant, 
w ielding an official maeo. 
Each of the 
ten I ears on his head a large circular tray 
containing several pyram ids of Ina. sugar 
and a nile of confectionery. Ttiese gifts 
are sent by the Shah in order th at tho m in­ 
ister a n y com m ence the New' Y ear w ith 
a pleasant taste in his m outh. Consider­ 
ing the general 
tenor of 
his life in 
tiffs 
vale 
of 
tears, 
this 
is 
by 
no 
m eans a useless precaution at the open­ 
ing of a new year, full of unknow n con­ 
tingencies. 
Shortly after this th ree more 
liverie I servants appear bearing a sim ilar 
gilt from the m inister of fore go affairs or 
Yizeer Haredjeh. Tho m inister receiving 
these piesents is expected to accent them 
in person w ith a few gracious words of ac­ 
know ledgem ent; the oriental secretary is 
then deputed to present a gift ot motley to 
each of the bearers of confectionery, aggre­ 
gating, perhaps ono-third the value of the 
sugar. The trays piled w ith sw eets are laid 
during the en tiie day on the piazza or tho 
floor of the reception room, th at they may 
tie seen by the num erous callers wiio oiler 
their congratulations on the occasion. To 
store the gift at once w ithout thus exposing 
them to public view would bo to slight tho 
honor intended by Iris majesty. 
It is custom ary to distrlt Ute part of this 
present to the officials of the legation aud 
some of the upper servants. The usage is 
extrem ely oriental, and I should be sorry to 
have it ai disk ed as I am to see any national 
custom, in itself harm less, go out of use be­ 
fore the spirit of mo tern innovation. Every 
distinctively national custom of long stand­ 
ing gives picturesqueness to life and serves 
to carry the im agination back to the past. 
The past and the present we have: the 
future we h ive not, and perhaps see little 
in it to desire. 
In the m erry springtim e, when the short 
snows of w inter are m elted, when tho ro es 
fill Hie gardens w ith perfum e, and tim tu r­ 
tle dove coes am id the blossoms, ami the 
soft sunlight of the m ost m agical spring the 
world sees anyw here gleam s over the lovely 
lands apes of Persia, when the sun crosses 
the line in March, and laughs joyously 
over the land of the lion and tho sun, then 
the Shah and his subjects hail tho glad 
New Year. 
They call it the No Kooz, or 
new day. 
Is not this more sensible than 
to welcome I ho event in a perfunctory 
m anner when w inter hurricanes are howl­ 
ing over the roofs, and sleet and snow 
are heating against the 
panes ; 
wheu 
rheum s and pneum onia are racking the 
hum an fram e and polar winds freeze tbe 
very m arrow, and the soul shrisels up so 
th a t a w alnut shell would answ er as well 
as a skull to hold it? No; let us change 
the period of our New Year at least to the 
tim e w hen in the tree tops tho voice of the 
Lluebird is heard "prophesying spring.” 
The No Kooz is celebrated alike b> the 
fire worshippers and the M ahom etans of 
Persia, which plainly enough indicates th at 
it was established tar pack in prehistoric 
tim es, although the bim ahs try to m ake out 
th a t it is some great M ahom etan festival. 
This assum ption is, however, sufficiently 
disproved by the tradition th at it was estai - 
fished by Shah D.ietn-.hee<l, a t least 15u0 
years before the birth of Mahomet, and also 
bv the many very ancient cerem onies w ith 
which tho Shah celeb) ates tho occasion, 
Tile No Rooz lasts during ten days, For 
nearly a m outh in advance the people are 
busy m aking ready tor it. as during this 
event tim shops are closed, none hut the 
m ost im portant work being done, while the 
whole nation abandons itsell to visiting 
and festivity. Tbe evening before, or rather 
on the evening w hen it begins, for O rientals 
com m ence the day at sunset, the people 
am use them selves bv leaping over fires of 
brushwood laid in rows of ten. This is au 
old Zoroastrian custom. 
A t the palace the occasion commences 
with an elaborate official 'cerem ony, which 
I have more iully described elsewhere. The 
Shah, after this, receives the chief dignita­ 
ries of the kingdom in an open pavilion; 
th e congratulations of the people are pre­ 
sented by a S3t speech m ade to tho Shah by 
a great iunctionary, as w ‘ll as by an ode 
sung by the court poet. The sovereign gra­ 
ciously responds and invokes the blessing 
of God on his people. A lthough this cere­ 
mony occurs w ithin the precincts of the 
palace and is atto rn ed with much pomp, 
m auy of the people are i erm itted to be 
present. The occasion is therefore of great 
im portance, as it is one of the very few by 
wliioh tho relations of the Shah and his 
bu bi eels aredistlnctly and publicly realized/ 
T he beneficial effect is still further em ­ 
phasized by the annual horse races which, 
unless prevented by som e un foreseen event, 
also take place during the No Kooz. There 
are some who are inclined to discuss tho 
ethics of horse racing, and question w hether 
they are productive of anything hut evil. I 
am inclined to th in k th at such occasions 
are on the whole beneficial, for they serve 
to bring all classes together for one com­ 
mon object, and th a t object agreeable: the 
result being to w eaken the barriers by 
which oue class attem pt* to assum e more 
m erit than it really deserves. The common 
shout th at hails the winning stood from 
patricians and plebeians alike is also a note 
th a t proclaims the brotherhood of man. 
In Fersia. at least, tho annual races are a 
genuine godsend. Although given under 
royal auspices, these races are open to all 
alike. Any one who jdeases can enter a 
racer, and all from the m endicant to the 
Shah may look on, putting in practice the 
proverb th at a cat may look at ihe king. 
T he streets arb thronged with spectators as 
coach after coach wheels by to the races, 
attended 
by scores of m ounted atten­ 
dants in gorgeous liveries. 
The beau­ 
tiful, 
pinnacled 
gates 
of 
the 
city 
are 
black 
w ith 
nim ble urchins who 
have 
scaled 
the 
giddy 
heights 
to 
catch a glim pse of the show. 
For once 
the strict court etiquette seems relaxed 
and sovereign and people m eet on the same 
plane, th at of a common, a universal enjoy­ 
m ent. The Persians are lively and m er­ 
curial like the Parisians, fond of splendor 
and display; and they will endure m uch 
from a ruler who fills their eyes w ith spec­ 
tacular pageants. The occasion is rendered 
m ore brilliant and useful as well because 
of the great m ilitary parade th at is given on 
the final day of the races. For it serves to 
stim ulate the esprit du corps of the troops 
and enables one to form an intelligible idea 
of the composition and discipline of the 
arm ies of the Shah a t tho present tim e. 
One sees there troops uniform ed in a semi- 
E uropean style, and drilled In European 
tactics; and also irregular cavalry w ear­ 
ing the picturesque costume* of 
other 
days, w ith m uskets seven feet long and 
spiked forks on which to rest them in ac­ 
tion. 
P arks of 
m odern, breech-loading 
artillery are followed by batteries of sm all 
cannon, carried on cam els ami m ules from 
whose backs this quaint artillery is fired, 
a m ethod th at Is not w ithout value even 
now am id some of the fearful m ountain 
roads of Persia. The cavalry is very finely 
m ounted, and for skill in evolutions or in 
keeping in the saddle cannot be surpassed. 
A very odd feature ot this annual parade is 
the enorm ous fit, or elephant, w hich takes 
the lead w ith stately tread, and covered 
w ith gay caparisons. It rem inds one of the 
tim es long past, when Darius and Chosroes 
m aintained whole ranks of elephants in 
the van of their victorious arm ies.

American Bison by Bunters. 


Story

I am obliged to confess that I have been 
guilty of taking part in the extermination 
of the buffalo. Were it at all to my credit I 
could even boast of having just killed a 
greater numi er in proportion to the whole 
number now 
alive 
than 
any 
other 
man 
in 
tills country except Jim Mc- 
Naney. 
Between 
my 
three 
cowboys 
and 
I 
we 
killed 
about 
one-tenth 
of 
all 
the 
bull alo 
in 
the 
United 
States outside of protected limits. I shall 
never get over the death of my last one. To 
me he was the last of his race, and he 
seemed to feel it as mucb as I. But for the 
absolute certainty that some wild cowboy 
would kill hun on the next round-uo, and 
leave him to rot where be fell, I swear I 
would glady have let him go in poco, and 
with my blessing, too. But it was no time 
for sentiment. The Philistines w%re upon 
him and. to save him from total annihila­ 
tion, to make him live ag.iin, aud stand for­ 
ever in all his magnificence in the mammal 
hall ol the National Museum. I slew him 
Yous e, with us at tile bmitlisoniaii.it 
was what a cowboy would call "a ground­ 
hog case"; we were out of buffalo, aud we 
had got to get ’em.” before they were all 
gone. As one of my chums remarked, it 
was ‘‘the most perfunctory buffalo hunt on 
record." The buffalo were going, going, 
and "gone” Dad already oeen called when 
wo awoke one tine morning to a realization 
OI 
the 
lact 
that 
we 
were 
caught 
"short’’ on buffalo, and there were none 
in the market. We hadn’t a series of 
specimens, nor even good ones of any kind, 
whereas it was our duty to have the finest 
series in Hie world. Could we expect that 
the American people would bo satistied 
with anything short of the host in their 
national museum? By no moans. When 
we thought of how we would be blessed O' 
by future generations if we should fail 
now to secuie a tine series of sue'i- 
xnens. 
we (e. g. 
the 
editorial 
"we") 
actually 
trembled 
iu our boots. 
I he 
trouble 
was, 
we bad 
lately 
been so 
deeply interested in mounting 
foreign 
mammals that wo had tailed to watch 
the disappearance of the bison, and we had 
been thinking all along that whenever we 
wanted a tine lot of buffalo we could get 
them. Judge, then, of our surprise and 
even consternation when my numerous 
letters ol inquiry ail, save one. elicited the 
same response; "The buffalo are all gone, 
and I cannot tell you where you eau bud 
auy.” 
But Professor Baird was equal to this 
emergency, as to all others. He said: "Go 
at oiu e iii search of butialo aud secure a 
series of specimens for the 
N ational Museum 
at all hazards." Accompanied by my old 
friend. George H. Hedley of Medina, and 
Mr A. H, Forney, one of my regular labora­ 
tory assistants, we left Washington on May 
18. 1886. on what was in lact, as well as iii 
name, 
a 
bmiihsoniau 
exploration 
for 
buffalo. As a parting send off, ( aptain 
B— , lately returned from Montana, tri­ 
umphantly off ered to wager that we would 
not get more than one or two buffalo, all 
told, 
I am sure no hunter ever started out with 
a longer face than (lid I, and the nearer we 
got to Montana the longer it grofr. Whan 
we reached Miles City and were told by 
hunters, stockmen, army officers and finally 
a noted fur buyer that there were positively 
"no buffalo in the country anywhere,’’ I 
know 
it would have measured nearly 
a 
yard. 
While 
moodily 
debating 
whether 
to 
go 
up 
to 
the 
Bear 
law mountains 
or 
the 
Panhandle of 
.Texas prospecting I had the good luck to 
meet Homy K. Phillips, a ranchman from 
the Little Dry, seventy miles northwest of 
Miles City. Now. I had been advised that a 
ran liman will never tell a hunter of tho 
presence of game near his ranch, because 
he wants it reserved aud preserved lor his 
ow n ride, Mr. Phillips was not that kind of 
a man. He said in a very quiet, but very- 
convincing way: 
‘T here are a few buffalo in the bad lands 
west of my range, for one of my cowboys 
killed a cow on band creek on tho lith of 
this month, and about tliirty-tive head have 
been seen. lf you go up there and hunt 
them, aud stick to i t you’re almost certain 
to get some in the end." 
That w as enough. The very next day we 
rolled out across the Yellowstone, bound 
tor 
the country at the head of Little 
Dry. 
Three 
days after 
reaching our 
hunting 
ground we caught 
a buffalo 
calf 
in 
the 
bad 
lands, 
alive, 
and 
within 
two 
miles 
of 
our 
camp. 
it 
was about two weeks old, but tty bard 
travelling it bad become so weak it could 
not keep up with its mother, and she coolly 
abandoned it Wo carried it to camp across 
a norse, hurried it off to tho ranch whore 
there n a sa milch cow, and eventually got 
it to the Smithsonian in tine condition. 
We hunted diligently tor three weeks, 
and finally got two solitary old hull buffalo. 
One Ii .d shed half his winter coat, ana tho 
other ail cl it—his body being quite bare. 
We took their heads and skeletons, and, 
tieing well satisfied that there were more 
. buffalo in that country, hastened back to 
Washington with all speed, saying as little 
as possible about our find. 
It is a sud thing to say, but the great 
American bison is practically gone f< rover. 
The Pacific railroad, the Sharps rifle and 
m an’s insatiable destructiveness have done 
their work, and the noblest ruminant ot 
them ad has gone down before thorn. Hero 
L the history, in brief, of the extermination 
cf cur grandest and most valuable 
A m erican Mammal. 
Twenty years ago buffalo swarmed in 
countless thousands over the whole of the 
great i astore region of the West—from the 
Suskatchawan to southern Texas, anti east­ 
ward from the Rocky mountains to the bor­ 
ders of civilization. Their number was esti­ 
mated variously at 
from 6.000,000 to 
10,000,000. 
and 
later 
figures 
have 
proven 
that 
the 
former 
was 
by 
no 
means 
above 
the 
actual 
fact. 
W ithin the memory of man or the limits 
of history, so fur as I know. no other species 
of quadruped lins ever existed on the earth 
in sncli mighty multitudes 
as did Bos 
Americanus twenty years ago. Often and 
often 
have 
plainsmen said to me, in 
speaking of former times, "The whole 
country was literally b in k with buff- 
ilo 
as 
far 
as 
the 
eve 
could 
seel 
Every hill was covered aud every hollow 
was lull.'’ There were thousands of square 
miles of them, and when a big herd was en­ 
countered travelling it seetnod actually in­ 
terminable. One tnat I knew of was five 
hours in passing a given point in a solid 
column, 
ten 
to 
twenty 
abreast, 
"on 
a 
dead 
run.” 
Trains 
on 
the 
first 
railways built across the plains were 
sometimes stopped for hours at a time 
by thousands of buffalo swarming on the 
track, and travellers have gone over 120 
miles of territory through an almost un­ 
broken herd. Iii all that we have lead of 
tho marvellous abundance of wild animals 
on the pl ins of South Central Africa, oven 
the most exaggerated accounts full far 
below what w« actually know of the pres­ 
ence of the buffalo iii the Unitod States. 
Toe building of the Union Pacific rail­ 
road from Omaha to Cheyenne iu 1806-7 
cut through the very centre ot the buffalo 
range, ami from this railway as a base of 
supplies and means of shipment the buffalo 
bunters scattered North aud South, killing 
gre >t numbers. 
Thus was the great 
herd 
cut 
in 
twain. 
never 
to 
be 
reunited 
(save 
in 
death), 
and 
the 
two portions 
were from 
that 
time 
known respectively as the northern and 
southern herds. The staked plat ot Texas 
was tile geographical centre of the great 
southern herd and the towu of Glendive, 
Montana, was tile cantaro! the other. In a 
short time tho building of the Atchison, 
Topeka Sc Santa Fe. the Kansas Pacific and 
Northern Pacific railways enabled the 
hunters to attack both the northern and 
southern herds in front, bauk and rear. 
That sealed the fate of the buffalo. In 
the years 1872,1*73 and )874 the Atchison, 
Topeka & *ar.;a Fe road carried out 459,- 
473 buffalo hides, aud Colonel Dodge con­ 
siders it quite certain that its two rivals 
each carried an equal, if not greater num­ 
ber, making a grand total of 1,378,359 
hides. 
But Colonel Dodge declares that un to 
1873 so wasteful were the methods of the 
hide hunters that one hide delivered repre­ 
sented three buffalo killed. From 1874 on­ 
ward the hunters took more care with 
skins, since they were getting scarce, so 
that every IOO marketed represented only 
125 dead buffalos. Taking the lowest esti­ 
mate for the three years, ’72-3 and 4, based 
on the hides actually shipped it is found 
that the total number of buffalos killed by 
the hide hunters was 3.158,73a To this 
number must be added the buffalo killed 
by the Indians during the same period. 
This number was about 1,215,000, making 
when lidded to the white hunters’ record a 
grand total of 4,373,730 buff alo killed in 
three years. 
In 1870 the northern herd was probably 
twenty times as large as the southern, and 
Boy wed twenty times as much territory. It 


was estimated by the hunters and hide 
buyers that there were then over f>00,000 
buffalo within a radius ot 150 miles of 
Miles C it;. Montana, a!onel and that all 
told the northern herd contained 
O v e r 1,000,000 Head. 
The Northern Pacific railway was opened 
for traffic from Glendive eastward in 1881. 
I am told by the hide buyers that that year 
it carried 160,000 buffalo hides out of 
the 
country, 
and 
an 
equal 
number 
the year following. The nurnl er shipped 
by steamers on the Missouri river is at 
present unknown. In 1883 the number of 
hides shipped fell to 25,000. and the catch 
of Hie next season amounted to but cue car­ 
load of hides, which were shipped lrom 
Dickinson, Dak., by J. N. Davis. In 1885 
not a single hide was in the market, and 
the buyers announced that the end had 
come. 
As a result of careful investigation I am 
convinced that there are now not more 
than 200 buffalo alive iii our country, 
outside of the Yellowstone nark. Of this 
number there are, as before stated, about 
IOO or less in the panhandle -of Texas, 
there are al out thirty more in the country 
where our collecting was done, and perhaps 
seventy-five more in the neighborhood of 
the 
Bear 
Paw 
mountains, 
Montan 
Strange as it may seem, there are still 
halt 
a 
dozen hoad 
in 
southwestern 
Dakota, and I am told there are a few strag­ 
gling ninon in the Ciarlc’s Pork region, 
near the National Park. 
In tho bittor 
reservation there nre between I OO and 125 
head, and they are increasing at the rate 
of IO percent annually. Cli all sides, how­ 
ever, the unprotected buffalo are being 
crowded out of existence by the cattle- 
raisers, and in two years more they will all 
he gone. 
Thus has gone tho great American bison, 
and let me tell you our elk, our deer, our 
antelope and mountain sheep are all fast 
going the s min way I Shall we enact laws 
for their protection, now, before it is too 
late, or shall 
we 
dilly-dally about it 
as we did with the ouffaio? Tho necessity 
and desirability of protecting the rem­ 
nant of our game is conceded civ all, save 
the market hunters, butin providing the 
necessary protection we are feeble aud wit­ 
less. Our protection doesn’t always pro­ 
tect. Now, if our legislators throughout 
tile country ara not smart enough to flame 
adequate laws. let us import a few foreign­ 
ers to doit for us. Horn! how, thoF.iiglish can 
pr it act anv kind of game on the land,or fish 
in tim sea, for that matter, that is found in 
ineir territory, arid do it with a vengeance, 
too. 
Since it seems we are not smart 
enough to do the like in the game regions 
of the great West, let us import a few Eng­ 
lishmen to help us out. The first thing a 
Britisher would say to the game butcher 
would be: "Two hundred dollars tine or six 
months in the penitentiary for the first of­ 
fence, aud double that for the second.”

They were evidently to him what the gin 
and wormwood bracer is to the saloon pet, 
and he bowed and smiled on the proprietor 
as he turned on his heel and disappeared. 
His shadow was still insight when a thin, 
cadavorous-looking man, wearing unmis­ 
takable signs of minstrelsy—a plug hat that 
was not new ami yards of hair on the edges 
of his coat-entered the door. He was a 
stranger in the place, and he had to ask in 
his artless, burnt cork way for quinine pills 
before the accommodating clerk brought 
down the jars of little peliets.

The customers 
for quinine are, in the main, people who 
consider the use of intoxicating liquors a 
terrible v ita They are people of lrail 
physique, whom a few hours’ work ex­ 
hausts. They discover that quinine is an 
appetizer tor them, and they begin taking 
small doses of it. If four grains brighten 
them up in the beginning. it will take more 
than a dozen grains to produce tho same 
effect in a year. Most of them drop into a 
drug shop in the evening, while on their 
way home to dinner, and get a dose of qui­ 
nine pills proportioned i i i size to the time 
they have been slaves to the habit it com­ 
pletely knocks out a confirmed feeder on 
the insidious drug to stop using it, and 
only a few ever make the attempt. 
"The ladies, too, are quinine consumers. 
More of them than you would over suspect 
drop .’n after the matinee or after they have 
made a long and tiresome round shopping. 
to enliven themselves with the seductive 
quinine pill. 
There are not manv ladies 
who are killing themselves with the stuff, 
like many frail clerks and business men 
are." 
"W hat does it cost them?” 
“Well, from a business point of view it is 
cheaper than whiskey, and it will kill its 
victim quicker than whiskey. It’s cheaper 
because you don’t set ’em up us often as 
you do it you are a whiskey drinker, if a 
man gets away with a dollar’s worth of 
quinine a week be is destroying his life 
pretty fa st”

G l o u c e s t e r , March 2. — The now Na­ 
tional Fishery Association will issue the 
following prospectus with tho printed re­ 
port of the recent convention: 
The National Fishery Association exists 
for tho purpose of uniting iii one organiza­ 
tion tho various interests of the United 
States fisheries, and bringing into co-opera­ 
tion, for mutual protection, the marine 
commercial interests of oceans, lakes and 
rivers of the country. The neglect of broil­ 
er legislation for these interests, and the 
constant threatening adverse legislation, 
whoso tendency would bo to invite foreign 
competition, and tho legislative action of 
States assuming the prerogatives of Con- 
gro-s, ren er it necessary that the murine 
interests of the country should be in unison 
aud co-operation by means of a central or­ 
ganization, combiuingin itself the elements 
ot information and of mutual action. A 
la- k of organization enables these divers 
interests to be assailed by legislation almost 
destructive to their imercsts, ann leaves 
them defenceless w bf n assailed. It is for 
the purpose of uniting the individual power 
iii 
one 
organization, co-operative 
also 
with 
local 
organizations 
where 
they 
exist, in order to make the causo of one the 
cause of the whole, and to establish, by 
means of this central organization, a chan­ 
nel of information extending to every in­ 
dividual member, and giving to every 
branch of the organization the opportunity 
to call to its aid the uuited power and effort 
of the whole. 
As a 1 present organized, it embraces tho 
fisheries of the Atlantic, extending from 
Maine to the Gulf, including tho liver tisn- 
eries and the New England lakes. 
It is de­ 
sirable that tho Gulf aud Bncitic eoist fish­ 
eries, tho great lake fisheries, together with 
tho domestic t oasting trade of the ocean 
and the lakes,whose interests are identical,

The as-ooiauou is composed of the practi­ 
cal workers, as well as the investors of capi­ 
tal. As national legislation regulates and 
controls the commerce, ii ivigation and fish­ 
eries of the oceuns and lakes, and i y it 
foreign productions are allowed or denied 
tree entry to our m arkots.it becomes Hie 
duty as well as the privilege of the various 
marine industr es to join together for the 
purpose of contributing the practical facts 
of every branch in the band of a central or­

The most weird story we have heard is 
told by two well-known young men of this 
place, who were on a prospecting tour some 
three weeks since near Cobblestone moun­ 
tain, at the northern boundary of this coun­ 
ty.

Upon seeing the form one of tho young 
men instinctively reached for his rifle by 
his side. When the figure saw tho motion 
she motioned for him not to tire,and moved 
down ihe trail, beckoning to them. Before 
disappearing lrom view she again beckoned, 
but they were too dumb-foundod to follow'. 
The next morning they followed the trail, 
and. after much difficulty, traced the foo'.- 
prinus to the base of a high cliff a1 out a mile 
from their camp. ’I he rest of the story told 
is re this eff ect: "The next morning we dis­ 
cussed tho matter, aud determined to inves­ 
tigate.

$10,000,000 Paid for Obc Grant in 


Texas and Other States. 


Purchasers Say They Will Protect 
Bona Fide Settlers. 


He Should Havo Borrowed.

K ansas City, March I.—The most stu­ 
pendous purchase of land by private par­ 
ties on record has been consummated at 
8anta Fe. 
By it 68,000,000 acres of land in New 
Mexico, Texas. Indian Territory and Color­ 
ado. known as the Beales grant, passes into 
the hands of a syndicate known as the 
Interstate Company, with headquarters at 
Kansas City. 
The amount of money involved in the 
transaction is SI0,000,000. 
Numerous smaller grants of lands and 
titles to right ot way cr ownership are in­ 
validated by the great transfer, unless the 
courts shall overthrow the grant. 
Tile grant covers 13.000,000 acres in 
Texas, including two tiers of counties on 
the western border, from the northern 
boundary to the 
thirty-second parallel, 
north 
latitude; 
1,221,000 
acres 
in 
what is known as “No Man’s ljm d,” iu 
Indian Territory, crowning the Texas pan 
handle; 7,000,000 acres in South Colorado, 
between the Kansas lino and the Rio 
Grande river, and 47.000,000 acres in New 
Mexico, including all tho territory east of 
tile Rio Grande, excepting 4.000,000 acres 
included in grants made by the Mexican 
government before 1832. 
The great grant wns oiiginally made by 
tho Mexican government to Stephen Julian 
Wilson, Mav 27. 1826. In 1827 Wilson 
sold half the grant to Richard Exeter, a 
Mexican subject Exeter died and an Eng­ 
lishman named John C laries Beales, who 
natl become a naturalized Mexican, m ar­ 
ried Exeter’s daughter. 
in March. 1832, l’.oales and a Mexican 
named John Manuel Roynella obtained 
from the Mexican government a grant of 
the vast territory in order to perpetuate the 
title. 
Beales obtained tho interest of Exeter and 
Roynella that of Wilson, in October, 1832, 
Beales purchased Rovnella s share and be­ 
came sole owner of the territory. 
\\ hen the treaty of the 
Gaudeloure 
Hidalgo ending the Mexican war was rati­ 
fied by the I nited States government in 
1830. Hie Boules grant was protected by a 
protocol, the existence of which has since 
been almost entirely forgotten, although 
preserved in the government archives in 
Washington. 
A Kansas Citv man, N. B. Childs, learned 
of the existence of tho protocol, and on (fe­ 
rn ber of last year set about investigating 
tho matter. Ho visited New York, Wash­ 
ington and Mexico, and obtained copies of 
ail documents rotorr.ng to the grant. He 
found in New York, Anita kxoter, .Tamos 
E. Beams ana Adelaide K. Jaffrey, heirs of 
Dr. Charles Beales, the grantee, who had 
died in 1879. 
Beales had been forced from lits claim 
during the Mexican war, aud had never re­ 
sumed possession. 
With tim heirs Mr. Childs made acontraet 
for the purchase of 
the property for 
$1,250,000. in November a syndicate was 
organized in this city and a company 
formed, to which the immense tract was 
sold for $10,000,000. 
Besides Kansas City men. a large number 
of capit ilists thorotighout tho country are 
interested in the purchase. Among them 
is Mr. Rufus Hatch. Tho title antedates 
that of the large Maxwell and Moro grants, 
asw ell as tho rights of way of the fianta 
Fe, Texas Sc Southern La'ific railroads. 
Tho cities of Santa Fe and Trinidad are 
within tho limits of the grant.

Washington, Webster and Beecher were 
allured bv the attractions of agriculture. 
Some ouo said to Beecher, “Keep your cows 
out of my shrubbery.” 
“Keep your shruli- 
bery out of my cows,” replied Beecher; "it 
spoils the milk.” 
(Laughter). 
Hogs are 
hard animals to drive over a ‘ ridge.d.auuh- 
ter). I once saw a man carried several milos 
on tho I ack of a hog that turned back in 
opposition to the solicitations of the driver 
on approaching a bridge. 
(Laughter.) I 
will tell you of a safe way to aet hogs over 
a hrfilg3: Kill them and draw thorn over in 
a wagon.

City People are foolish to he frightened at 
cows. I was never hurt by a cow but once. 
He shook Ins head at me from behind a 
strong gate. I felt the security of my posi­ 
tion and shied a pumpkin at him. Ho ( ame 
through the gate as though it were a 
spider’s web, aud then I was sorry I did it. 
(Laughter.) This kind of a cow should not ho 
fooled with unless you arc tired of monotony. 
(Laughter.) The poet loves to dwell upon 
milkmaids, milking time and lovers spark­

Farmers don’t got as rim 
as bank presidents, but they get more ox- 
ercisa (Prolonged laughter.) 
Home ask: 
"Why don’t farmers run for Congress?” 
They run so much koepingboys out of their 
peach orchards and melon patches that 
they don’t have time to run after anything 
else, lf Congress should run after farmers, 
one might be caught now aud then.

Wide Stripes, Big Plaids, Fine Cheeks 


and a Few Figured Desigis Shewn. 


Heliotrope and Steel Blue Very 
Popular Colors. 


Ferliaps it Is because we are so tired of 
seeing and wearing the dark, heavy winter 
gowns; perhaps it is simply nature stirring 
within us and impelling us to clothe our­ 
selves with freshness and beauty at this 
season, like the trees and flowers about us; 
but certain it is, whatever th* reason, that 
never do new fabrics, or wraps, or any 
other forms of personal adornment look so 
pretty and enticing as in the spring. The 
salesmen in the shops need to use none of 
their usual wiles to impress the desirability 
of th* articles under consideration upon 
possible customers. They have but to dis­ 
play them to the I est advantage and they 
will straightway sell themselves. Every­ 
body is e iger to buy, and everybody de­ 
clares they "never saw more beautiful 
goods.” 
The present season is no exception to the 
general rule, 
lho new goods aru hand­ 
som er than over, aud as the proverbial hot 
cakes never begun to disappear as quickly 
as these are doing, it behooves one to be 
about ii at once if a Buri ag gown is to lie 
thought of. The first thing to he consid­ 
ered usually is a wool dress of light weight 
to wear through the chilly and variable 
weather that characterizes our New Eng­ 
land spring, aud thoro 1b much to choose 
from. 


The heliotropes, in every shade, areas 
popular ibis season as they have been dur­ 
ing the winter, and many lovely goods are 
shown in these hues. One lovely piece was 
in a very wide stripe; tho ground wast a 
soft, plain-surfaced wool, and the wino 
stripes, looking as though embossed upon 
it, were formed of 
a mosaic of small 
triangles of white and heliotrope, woven in 
overshot threads. 
At intervals of two 
inches alone these stripes were large round 
spots of plush in the same shade of helio­ 
trope. 
"We call this tho ‘bull’s-eye’pattern.” said 
the efficient head of this department, who 
w as showing U3 the new fabrics, and we 
to'd bim ti e manufacturers had evidently 
"hit it,” for tho fabric was remarkably 
halid ome and elegant in eff ect. 
Blain wool goods came with this, as with 
most of ttie spring novelties, tor “combina­ 
tion” gowns arc the favorites. This same 
design wns show n also In a handsome shade 
of "coachman's drab” (which is no "d rib ” 
at all, but a lawn color or deep ecru), tho 
plush Bjiots tieing of brown, arid making a 
lovely stuff ; and another piece was in the 
new light blue with a suggestion of groijn in 
it, which for want of a bottem anie is called 
steel blue. 
There are many handsome goods on this 
same general plan. A soft French diagonal 
in light brown showed inch and a hall 
stripes, which 
were composed of small 
triangles of 
plush 
in the same sba<io, 
alternating with others of coarse 
silk 
threads, ecru in color, and woven iii so as 
to resemble Queen Auuc darning. Another 
diagonal in a soft gray shade had a wide 
stripe of plush iii a soft mixture of light 
and dark grays; a third showed a wide em­ 
bossed strii e nearly covered by a vine of 
delicately outlined flowers and leaves iii 
plush. All of these designs ere in helio­ 
trope, coachman's drau aud other desirable 
shades, as well as in those described. 
The overshot threads which are woven to 
look like darning are found 
In many 
fabrics, either in comtiiiation witu plush, 
etc., as described above, or used alone to 
form stripes of varying widths and colors 
on the soft. diagonal,wool grounds. Threads 
oi dark claret color, white, yellow, coach­ 
man’s arab and vory pale blue are thus 
used, forming alternately wide and narrow 
stripes on a brown ground with a most ex­ 
cellent effect. 
Another old idea was shown in a soft 
grey diagonal, which h id a wide stripe of 
red satin lines, onlv three or four threads 
wide. alternating with us narrow tines of 
gray plush. Tile gleam of tho satin through 
the plush and contrasting with tho ground­ 
work produced ail effect which was at tho 
esmo time soft and brilliant. 


Tho small chocked cheviots, with the en­ 
during qualities of which Weare all famil­ 
iar, appear this season in a new form. 
Wide stripes of the check in blue and 
white. Dm k and white, olive and white, 
etc. alternate with equally wide stripes of 
the solid coior. aud they are mado up in 
combination with tho plain chic ked goods. 
Tho result is odd and pretty, and will prob­ 
ably give the useful cheviots a new 'ease 
of life aud popularity. 
One cannot say whether stripes or plaids 
and checks are to rule the season, for there 
arc so mauY lovely new ti lugs iii each that 
popular favor may end bv being evenly 
div dud. A decided novelty is shown in tim 
big "shawl plaid” patterns, some of them 
more than a quarter of a yard square, 
These have 
usually 
broad 
stripes 
of' 
narrow 
lines, 
which 
form 
broken 
aud mixed plaids at their intersection, en­ 
closing a large square of solid colors. 
Thus 
a handsome -hade of coacbman’s drab will 
be plaided witli lines of gray in all shades. 
With til s comes the 
plain sott-twilled 
goods, of the same shade and texture as tbe 
square of dreo. to be combined with it in 
the gown. Many of these plaids are made up 
diagonally, aud some come plaided diag­ 
onally iii the piece. Other plaids, as large 
as these, are composed entirely of the tine 
lines, with no solid squares of color, These 
In steel blues, drabs and soft grays ar* es­ 
pecially desirable. 
An olive-brown, plain-surfaced woo’, was 
barred off with narrow (two threads) lines 
of yellow and white, and then again crossed 
by bars of brown plush. This design was 
silown in blues, ana in shades of heliotrope 
also. 
A soft, twilled navy-blue ground was 
barred off into half-inch checks, with satin 
lines of white; at the alternate intersec­ 
tions of these lines were polka dots of navy- 
blue plush, aud the whole matte a very 
handsome combination with plain navy 
blua 
There are a few pieces of figured goods 
shown this spring, and the designs are verv 
pretty indeed. A sott mixture of blue and 
white, for instance, had narrow herring­ 
bone stripes in the weave, and a scatter©'.', 
conventionalized flower of the dark blue. 
la the cheviots there are many small 


checks and mixed plaids, showing occa­ 
sional shades of bright color, which will 
make pretty suits a litt le later in the season. 
At the risk of anticipating, we must speak 
also of the new faurlc called "Llama salt­ 
ing.” These are very thin, light weight, 
smooth surfaced wool goods, and they come 
iii gay t-laids, stripes, checks, etc., which 
are especially suitable for tennis suits. They 
are so pretty and bright, so cool and com­ 
fortable, so capable of enduring rough treat­ 
m ent without getting tumbled however, 
that it is safe to predict a great popularity 
for them for all sorts of summer wear ana 
uses. 
in the goods which will be used for light 
weight tailor suits there are many lovely 
tilings which 
appeal 
at once and very 
strongly to tho eye, but which are not 
easily described, since there charm lies in 


their soft colors, brought about by artistic 
and careful combinations, in their fine firm 
texture, and beautiful finish. These goods. 
to use a hackneyed phrase which is very 
trim and 
expressive in the present in­ 
stance. must be seen to lie appreciated. 
Tim English worsteds are of medium 
weight.but are no warmer than some of the 
lighter fabrics because they are woven of 
such hard twisted threads, The tiniest of 
tiny checks are shown here. the whole ef­ 
fect beinga6oft brownish or grayish tone 
that is very handsome in the plain cloth 
gown. One which was unusually bright 
for this ( lass of goods, showed on close in­ 
spection. that its small check was made up 
of (lull yellow, brown, red. green, and blue 
threads, though none of these colors was 
prominent iii the finished surface. 
The .Scotch worsteds ware a little lighter 
and softer. Tim lino fared young Ncotcb- 
man who showed us these handled them 
almost lovingly, and they were certainly 
very handsome goods. Some of the plaids 
are very soft, being composed entirely of 
line Hues that make tiny checks: the pre­ 
vail ng tones of most of these are light 
steel blues, olive browns.grays. etc., though 
they are occasionally crossed by a thread of 
bright color. Others seem to have a plain 
surface, till one examines them closely, 
when one sees that the diagonal lines of 
blan and white, brown and white and other 
mixtures, are striped or checked in the 
weave. 
There is a peculiar elegance in the fabrics, 
the chief beauty of winch depends upon the 
weaving. 
Some handsome new tilings of 
this sort are tound among tho black goods 
in tbe mourning department, as it is some- 
tiinna called, though nearly everybody 
needs at least one handsome black dress 
nowadays. 
One finds here a dozen new 
designs of modiuni or light weight wools. 
in tiny cheeks or stripes, lines or plaids, all 
formed in tho wetvimr. and uot noticed at 
long range. 
Here, too. are soft French 
wools, id tided and striped with plush, etc. 
One handsome piece bad an embossed stripe 
with the “darned" surface described above, 
on which was a vine of flowers and leaves 


in out and uncut plush; and another was 
barred off into inch checks by narrow 
stripes of plush outlined with Jet beads, tire 
centro of each square showing also a tiny 
tuft of th* plush. 
The designs which are given with this 
show pretty ways of making up the four 
leading stylos of spring goods—-the large 
plaids, the wide stripes, the line checks aud 
tho flowered fabrics.
